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“ohe “Antichrist 


HE subject for consideration is one 

of intense interest to many of the 
world as well as to Christians. The rea- 
sons for this are many. It is vitally and 
closely connected with the coming of Je- 
sus and the judgment period of tribula- 
tion, Many warnings of impending dan- 
ger during the reign of Antichrist stimu- 
late interest in the minds of Bible read- 
ers. There have been such varied and 
elaborate productions, both oral and writ- 
ten, as to who he is, what he is, when he 
will come, and what he will do during 
his personal reign as a world ruler, un- 
til the Christian world has overlooked 
the fact that he has been reigning in a 
spiritual form in all past dispensations, 
seeking to bring about conditions that 
will make his literal reign possible. We 
have overlooked the fact that our great- 
est danger lies in our contact with the 
spirit of Antichrist rather than the hor- 
rors of his literal reign. 

We wish to confine our remarks in 
this article more specifically to this sub- 
ject. Notice, 

He is in the spirit realm and we con- 
tact him there. 1 John 4:1-3, “Beloved, 
believe not every spirit, but try the spir- 
its, whether they be of God: because 
many false prophets are gone out in the 
world. Hereby know we the Spirit of 
God: Every spirit that confesseth that 
Jesus Christ is come in the flesh is of 
God: and every spirit that confesseth not 
that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh is 
not of God: and this is that spirit of 
Antichrist, whereof ye have heard that it 
should come; and even now already is it 
in the world.” 

This passage reveals the fact that these 
spirits are Antichrist (V. 1). They have 
a message not to be believed (V. 1). 
They have messengers to operate thru 
(false prophets, V. 1). They rise up 
and go out from us (V. 1). He, like Luci- 
fer, has his origin in the heavenlies, 
working outward and downward toward 
the lake of fire. In this realm he con- 
tacts the children of God, and here is 
where our danger lies. Notice 

1 John 2:18,19, “Even now are there 
many antichrists; * * * They went out 
from us, but they were not of us.” Ob- 
serve that the purpose of Antichrist is to 
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deceive and he will be successful, for Je- 
sus says, “Many false prophets shall arise 
and deceive many.” In 1 John 4:2, 3 we 
are given a rule by which we are to try 
these spirits. “Every spirit that confess- 
eth that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh 
is of God: And every spirit that confess- 
eth not that Jesus Christ is come in the 
flesh is not of God: and this is that Spir- 
it of antichrist.” 2 John 7, “For many 1c 
ceivers are entered into the world, who 
confess not that Jesus Christ is come in 
the flesh. This is a deceiver and an anti- 
christ.” 

You will notice that the deception is 
that Christ was not, nor is, incarnate in 
human flesh. In each of the above pas- 
sages the verb “is come” is employed, 
which includes our flesh as well as 
Christ’s fleshly body. Jesus was mani- 
fested in the flesh, condemned and sub- 
dued its sinful tendencies, died in the 
flesh and arose from the dead with his 
glorified body, that He might incarnate 
Himself in our flesh, condemn and sub- 
due its sinful tendencies, quicken and 
resurrect it by His Spirit that dwelleth 
in us. Jesus speaking of the Holy Ghost 
says, “He is with you and shall be in 
you.” Paul says, “Know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy Ghost?” 
Peter says, “We have this treasure in 
earthen vessels.” Notice John’s admoni- 
tion, 2 John 9, 10, “Whosoever transgress- 
eth, and abideth not in the doctrine of 
Christ, hath not God. He that abideth fn 
the doctrine of Christ, he hath both the 
Father and the Son. If there come any 
unto you, and bring not this doctrine, 
receive him not into your house, neither 
bid him God speed.” It is clearly reveal 
ed in these references that the purpose of 
Christ’s coming to redeem the world was 


thru incarnation of Himself in human 
flesh. This He did in His supernatural 
conception, birth, crucifixion, resurrec- 


tion, and bodily ascension, thus becom- 
ing the firstfruits of them that slept, and 
an example of divine incarnation for us. 
He is the living Word of truth. He is 
the way of life, and He is the life for us. 
Taking Him as an example would neces- 
sitate the same process in our life. The 


Word must first be conceived in the 
heart. This will produce faith, for faith 
comes by the hearing of the Word. Faith 
brings the new birth or spiritual life. 
Cruficixion kills out the old life and 
sanctifies the soul, and the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost incarnates Christ in the 
heart and body by the indwelling of ihe 
Spirit which will finally culminate in a 
resurrecied and glorified body prepara- 
tory to the rapture. The Spirit of Anti- 
christ is to offset and defeat this pur- 
pose, so he summons all his forces in at- 
tack against this truth and seeks to 
break down the faith of God’s people in 
the supernatural in Christ and Christi- 
anity. 

Jesus declares that the baptism of the 
Spirit makes us witnesses unto Him, un- 
to the uttermost parts of the earth. (See 
Acts 1:8). Notice how this was fulfilled 
by Peter and the other disciples on the 
day of Pentecost, “But Peter standing up 
with the eleven lifted up his voice and 
said unto them, Ye men of Judah, and all 
ye that dwell at Jerusalem, be this known 
unto you and hearken unto my words for 
these are not drunken as ye suppose, 
seeing it is but the third hour of the day, 
but this is that which was spoken by 
the prophet Joel: And it shall eome to 
pass in the last days, saith God, that I 
will pour out of my Spirit upon all 
flesh,” Acts 2:14-17. (See remainder cf 
chapter.) 

This is probably the first point of at- 
tack of the Antichrist. He will get us to 
tone down in our confession of Pentecost 
a failure, to witness to the wonderful in- 
dwelling Holy Ghost will grieve him, the 
power will not be manifest in your life 
and testimony, the signs will cease to 
follow and the gifts will disappear. The 
fruits of the Spirit, “love, joy, peace,” 
etc. will not be found in your life. The 
grace of the Spirit will not adorn the 
Church, and she will find herself exist- 
ing only in form. When she becomes suf- 
ficiently satisfied with a form of godli- 
ness, the next point of attack is on her 
faith in the supernatural. Having de- 
stroyed this he is prepared to inject faith 
in his lie to wit no supernatural in 
Christ, no blood merit, no sanctification, 
no indwelling Holy Ghost, no healing, no 
working of miracles, no signs following 
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believers, no speaking in tongues. God 
said He would let them believe this lie 
and be damned. Now take a glance at 
church history and see if you can’t locate 
the Antichrist in spirit form. See the 
bold attack of his prophets against the 
truth, against the power, see them in 
their efforts to destroy the faith omce de- 
livered to the saints. Atheism in some 
form is forging its way into the pulpit, 
the press, and institutions of learning. 
Here is where he contacts the real 
Church, here is our battle field, here is 
where our danger lies. Let us study a 
Bible picture of the awful conflict. Note 
the timely admonition given, “Finally, 
my brethren, be strong in the Lord and 
in the power of his might.” The battle 
cannot be won by a weak church. Hu- 
man effort will not avail. It will take 
the mighty power of God. “Put on the 
whole armour of God that ye may be able 
to stand against the wiles of the devil, 
for we wrestle not against flesh and 
blood but against principalities, against 
powers, against the rulers of the dark- 
ness of this world, against spiritual wick- 
edness in high places (Antichrist spirits 
in the church); wherefore take unto 
you the whole armour of God, that ve 
may be able to stand in the evil day, and 
having done all to stand.” The evil day 
is the last great conflict. While the devil 
(for he is the real Antichrist) has been 
working in Christendom, securing an 
apostatized bride described in Rev. 17:5, 
he has been working among the principal- 
ities and powers and rulers of the dark- 
ness of this world for a beast upon which 
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his bride may ride. This is the culmina- 
tion of apostasy. It is devil incarnation in 
church and state, but, brother, if you wiil 
put on the whole armor, you will be able 
to withstand and to stand, but it will take 
the girdle of truth, the breastplate of 
righteousness, the gospel shoes; it will 
take faith, salvation and the sword, 
which is the Word of God, finally, it will 
take praying always with all prayer and 
suppl cation in the Spirit and watching 
thereunto with all perseverance and sup- 
plication (Eph. 6:10-18). What a picture! 
Have you on the armor? The darts, 
fiery darts, are flying from the enemies’ 
ranks, darts of skepticism, darts of 
doubt, darts of false teaching, darts of 
doctrines of devils. Can you hold the 
shield steadily between? Are the darts 
turned aside? Do they fall harmless at 
your feet? or are they piercing your 
head and heart? Can you leap upon these 
false doctrines and fiery darts as they 
lie harmless at your feet, with your goz- 
pel shoes, and unsheath the Sword of 
the Spirit and thrust it into the ranks of 
the enemy with accurate aim and deadly 
effect? Do you live a life of prayer and 
supplication in the Spirit? Are you watch- 
ing with perseverance? Are you a soldier 
in battle array? If you are not, you may 
be one. Remember the Antichrist spirit 
works outward toward the world and 
downward toward hell. The incarnate 
Christ Spirit, the indwelling Holy Ghost, 
preserves, protects, and leads you on- 
ward to the city of God. You can go eit- 
her way. You are going one way or the 
other. Which way? You may answer. 








Revival In Judah

INTRODUCTION 

REVIOUS to the reign of Hezekiah, 

Judah was ruled sixteen years by 
Ahaz who was very wicked and burnt in- 
cense in the valley of the sons of Hinnoim 
and burnt his children in the fire after 
the abomination of the heathen whom 
the Lord had cast out before the children 
of Israel. Such heathen worship being 
practiced before the people Judah was 
soon led away from God and stood great- 
ly in need of a revival. 2 Chron. 28th 
chapter. 

THE NEEDED REVIVAL 

Ahaz had cut into pieces the vessels of 
the house of God, and closed up the doors 
and had made himself altars in every 
corner of Jerusalem, and in many cities 
of Judah he had set up high places to 
burn incense unto other gods. 2 Chron. 
28:24, 25. The priests and Levites were 
backslidden and naturally the people fol- 
lowed them, as no people in general ever 
rise higher, go deeper, or get better than 
their leaders. 

Here we get a sad picture of Judah, the 
house of the Lord lying waste, the proph- 
ets all dumb, the king advocating wick- 
edness, the priests and Levites all in sin, 
no songs of Zion sung, no prayers are 
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heard, the law is not read and the people 


in general are indulging in _ idleness, 
drunkenness, adultery, idolatry, murder 


and every other wicked thing imaginable, 
that would bring havoc, misery, woe, d-- 
struction, and desolation upon the human 
race. What a horrible picture of Jud1ih 
who a few years before was ruled by such 
men as Uzziah and Jotham who did that 
which was right in the sight of the Lord 
and was blessed of Him and were happy. 
Oh how they needed a revival, and no 
doubt but that there were a few good fa- 
thers and mothers scattered among the 
people who had not defiled themsely.s 
and were earnestly praying, Oh God, seid 
a revival of religion among your people. 
THE NEW KING’S PREPARATION FOR 
A REVIVAL 

After the death of Ahaz, Hezekiah, a 
righteous man, began to reign in Judah. 
The conditions under which he took the 
throne were very trying and discourging 
but with a heart of love for both God and 
the people and with the ambition of a 
lion he undertook the task of bringing 
the people back to God. 

Hezekiah so unlike many who propose 
to work for God felt that there was no 
time for delay, therefore, in the first 
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year of his reign and the first month he 
opened the doors of the house of God and 
he brought in the priests and the Levites: 
and gathered them together in the east 
street, and said unto them, “Hear me, ye 
Levites, sanctify now yourselves and 
sanctify the house of the Lord God of 
your fathers and carry forth the filthi- 
ness out of the holy place, for our fathers 
have trespassed and done that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lord God and 
have forsaken him and have turned away 
their faces from the habitation of the 
Lord and turned their backs, also they 
have shut up the doors of the porch, and 
put out the lamps, and have not burn 
incense nor offered burnt offerings in te 
holy place unto the God of Israel, where- 
fore the wrath of the Lord was upon Ju- 
dah and Jerusalem and hath delivered 
them to trouble, to astonishment, and to 
hissing as ye see with your eyes. For lo 
our fathers have fallen by the sword and 
our sons and our daughters and our 
wives are in captivity for this, now it 
is in my heart to make a covenant with 
the Lord God of Israel that his fieree 
wrath may turn away from us.” 

In my opinion Hezekiah started just 
right to have a revival. He began at the 
head. You cannot keep the branch clear 
with a muddy spring. In his sermon to 
the priesis and Levites he had no fear 
of hurting feelings, he drove to the point 
and dug to the heart of the wrong and 
when he had finished his sermon they 
were ready to cooperate, and immediately 
arose and sanctified themselves and en- 
tered upon the tasa of cleaning up the 
house of God. The priests went into the 
house of the Lord and brought out all 
the uncleanness that they found in the 
temple. The Levites took it and dumped 
it into the brook Kidron. The revival was 
not started in one day, neither in one 
week, it took eight days to clear away 
the filth up to the porch, and eight days 
to cleanse the inside, and when ithe 
cleansing of the temple was complete 
they reported to the king that the house 
of the Lord was clean, the altar erected 
and vessels restored. 

THE REVIVAL IS ON 

After the workers had sanctified them- 
selves and cleansed the house of the Lord 
the king arose early the next morning 
and gathered the rulers of the city and 
went up to the house of the Lord, and the 
people began to bring in bullocks, rams, 
lambs and he goats to offer unto the Lord 
and the priests killed them and made 
reconciliation with their blood upon the 
altar. The musicians among the Levites 
were given cymbals, psalteries and harps 
which were the instruments of David, 
and as they played upon them the priests 
blew the trumpets, and when the burnt 
offerings began the sweet singers of Is- 
rae] joined in with the musicians sing- 
ing the songs of Zion and all the music 
and singing continued until the burnt of- 
ferings were finished and when they had 
made an end of offerings the king and all 
that were present bowed their heads and 
worshiped. 

When everything was set in order in 
Jerusalem the king sent out letters by 
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posts unto the many cities, for the people 
to come to Jerusalem for the feast of the 
Passover which had not been observed 
right for years. As the posts passed thru 
some cities they were laughed to scorn 
while others received the proclamation 
with gladness, and when the time of the 
feast came many were in Jerusalem for 
the solemn feast and they arose and toox 
the altars that were built by Ahaz and 
cast them into the brook Kidron, 2 Chron. 
30:14. And the seven days of the feast 
were so great and joyful that the whole 
assembly toox counsel to keep’ other 
seven days and they’ kept other seven 
days with gladness, 2 Chron. 30:33. And 
all the congregation of Judah, with the 
priests and Levites and all the congre- 
gation that came out of Israel, and” the 
strangers that came out of the land of 
Israel and that dwelt in Judah, rejoiced. 
So there was great joy in Jerusalem for 
since the time of Solomon there was not 
the like in Jerusalem. Then the priests 
and Levites arose and blessed the peopie 
and their voices were heard and their 
prayer came up to His holy dwelling 
place even unto heaven. 

When the great feast and time of re- 
joicing was ended in Jerusalem those 
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who were present went out into the cities 
of Judah and broke the images in pieces 
and cut down the groves and threw down 
the high places and altars that had been 
set up in wickedness, thus the revival 
reached throughout Judah. 

After the revival had reached through- 
out Judah the king appointed the courses 
of the priests and Levites, every man ac- 
cording to his service, and when he seat 
out a proclamation for all the people to 
bring in offerings, and the tithe of all 
their increase, and the people brought in 
abuntantly offerings and tithe of their 
corn, wine, oil, oxen, sheep, ete., until 
the storehouses were filled and the priests 
and Levites were encouraged. 

The revival in Judah is a good type :f 
a great revival in the Church of God. A 
revival means more than merely a big 
crowd and bodily demonstrations. When 
Israel was revived they had the crowd, 
shouts and demonstrations but they had 
works with it. They went to work to over- 
throw wickedness and brought in their 
tithe and offerings into the house of the 
Lord and the priests gave their time en- 
tirely to the work of the ministry. This 
will always follow a great revival in any 
local Church of God.

morial of the resurrection of Christ. 
The great fact of the gospel is that Christ 
died for our sins according to the scrip- 
tures, and that He was buried, and that 
He rose again the third day according to 
the scriptures (1 Cor. 15:3, 4) to be our 
great High Priest and Savior. 

Baptism is a profession of faith in the 
Savior, who went into the grave for us 
and rose again to life. It is the great 
object lesson to teach the truth that sin- 
ners must die to sin and the world, and 
have a resurrection by the power of di- 
vine grace to a new life of obedience.The 
ordinance is a sign of an actual experi- 
ence, the means by which the believer 
confesses the work of grace in his soul. 

The scriptures teach the essential con- 
ditions necessary to baptism. “Go ye into 
all the world and preach the gospel to 
every creature; he that believeth and is 
baptized shall be saved,” Mark 16:15,16. 
“What doth hinder me to be_ baptized? 
And Philip said, If thou believest with 
all thine heart, thou mayest,” Acts 8:36, 
37. “Peter said unto them, Repent, and 
be baptized every one of you in the name 
of Jesus Christ for the remission of sins,” 
Acts 2:38. Thus it is seen that instruc- 
tion in the gospel, belief in Christ, and 
repentance are conditions to precede bap- 
tism.

THE FORM OF BAPTISM 
The scriptural form of baptism is clear- 
Jy set forth in the following passages: 


Matt. 3:6, “And were baptized in Jordan 
confessing their sins.” V. 16, “And Jesus 
when he was baptized, went up straigi:t- 
way out of the water.” It is evident by 
the above scriptures that the form of bap 
tism is by immeysion, as candidates went 
down into the water and came up out of 
the water. Acts 8:38, “They went down 
both into the water, both Philip and tlre 
eunuch, and he baptized him.” Rom. 
6:4, 5, “Buried with him by baptism * * * 
for if we have been planted together in 
the likeness of his death, we shall be al- 
so in the likeness of his resurrection.” 
No doubt the Apostle Paul was referring 
to the crucifying and burying of the 21d 
man, nevertheless, the word “bury” signi- 
fies the meaning of baptism; namely, 
buried with him by baptism. Scriptural 
baptism is a burial and signifies death 
to sin, and the lifting up of the believer 
from the watery grave is a _ likeness 
of the resurrection of Christ. In baptism 
we profess we have died to sin and ave 
henceforth to live a new life. Of the mean- 
ing of the word baptism, Luther wrote 
that baptism is a Greek word—anglicized. 
In Latin it can be translated immersion, 
as when we plunge something into the 
water that it may be completely covered 
with water. (Opera Lutheri; De Sage, 
Bapt. 1, p, 319—Baptist Encyclopedia, art. 
Baptism.) Calvin, after arguing that the 
form is an indifferent matter, says, “The 
very word baptism, however, signifies io 
immerse; and it is certain that immer- 


sion was observed by the ancient church.” 
(Calvin’s Institutes, lib. 4, cap. 15—Bap- 
tist Encyclopedia, art. Baptism.) Of the 
practice in primitive times, Neander, the 
church historian, says, in respect to the 
manner of baptizing, “In conformity with 
the original institution and the original 
import of the symbol, it was generally ad- 
ministered by immersion.” (History of 
the Christian Church, Torrey’s transia- 
tion, London Edition, Vol. 1, p. 429.) 
PERVERSION OF THE ORDINANCE 
The perversion of the ordinance into 
sprinkling, and that in infancy, taxes 
away the divinely ordained object lesson, 
and in the case of the infant must of ne- 
cessity substitute mere ceremonialism 
for experience, since a child who had not 
reached the years of accountability car.- 
not have had the experiences of believing 
and repenting, which are the necessary 
conditions to fulfill the meaning of bap- 
tism. The change in the ordinance, like 
most of the changes that came in the 
days of the falling away from the prim- 
itive faith and practice, was by gradual 
process. Dean Stanley in his CHRISTIAN 
INSTITUTIONS, p. 24, says, that “not 
until the third century do we find one 
case of the baptism of infants.” Of the 
change of immersion to sprinkling, he 
says, “What is the justification of this 
almost universal departure from the 
primitive usage? There may have been 
many reasons, some bad and some good. 
One no doubt was the superstitious feel- 
ing already mentioned which regarded 
baptism as a charm, indisperisable to sal- 
vation, and which insisted on imparting 
it to every human being who could be 


touched with water, however’ uncon- 
scious.” 
The common practice as late as the 


twelfth century is thus described by a 
Roman Catholic cardinal of that time, 
named Pullus, “Whilst the candidate for 
baptism in water is immersed the death 
of Christ is suggested; whilst immersed 
and covered with water the burial of 
Christ is shown forth; whilst he is rais- 
ed from the water the resurrection of 
Christ is proclaimed.” (Patrol. Lat., Vol. 
CXXX, p. 315—Baptist Encyclopedia, art. 
Baptism.) Dean Stanley, one of the first 
scholars of the Church of England, wrote, 
“For the first thirteen centuries the 2l- 
most universal practice of baptism was 
that of which we read in the New Testa- 
ment, and which is the very meaning of 
the word baptism, that those who were 
baptized were PLUNGED, SUBMERGED, 
IMMERSED into the water. That prac- 
tice is still, as we have seen, continued in 
eastern churches. In the western church 
it still lingers among the Roman Catho- 
lics; in the solitary instance of the 
Cathedral of Milam; among Protestants 
in the numerous sects of the Baptists. It 
lasted long into the middle ages * * * but 
since the beginning of the seventeenth 
century the practice has become exceed- 
ingly rare.”” With the few exceptions just 
mentioned the whole of the western 
churches have now substituted for the an- 
cient bath the ceremony of letting fall a 
few drops of water on the face.” (Chris- 
tian Institutions, pp. 21, 22. 








Many of today base their argument of 
sprinkling as a mode of baptism on Ezek. 


36:25, “Then will I sprinkle clean water 
upon you, and ye shall be clean: from 
all your filthiness, and from all your 


idols, will I cleanse you.” But, my dear 
reader, this refers not to baptism but to 
the cleansing of Israel and the promised 
kingdom. For he said in vv. 28, 29, “Ye 
shall dwell in the land that I gave to 
your fathers; and ye shall be my people, 
and I will be your God. I will also save 
you from all your uncleannesses: and I 
will call for the corn, and will increase 
it, and lay no famine upon you.” Surely 
this could not refer to this age, and ¢er- 
tainly not to infant baptism, for an in- 
fant is not an idol worshipper and nei- 
ther do they plant corn crops. 

I have in my possession the Articles of 
Faith regarding Baptism of the N. L. 
Church of America, to which I wish to 
refer in order to clear up and expose 
theological gloss and traditional rubbish 
contained therein. The first article to 
which I will refer is found on page four, 
“Of baptism we teach that it is necessary 
to salvation and thru baptism is offered 
the grace of God.” They refer to Jno. 3:5 
as their proof—‘‘Except a man be born of 
water and of the Spirit he cannot enter 
into the kingdom of God.” I wish to state 
here that this scripture has no reference 
whatever to water baptism, but its mean- 
ing is found in the following’ verse: 
“That which is born of the flesh is flesh 
(natural birth), that which is born of the 
Spirit is Spirit (spiritual birth).” Jesus 
told Nicodemus of earthly things in try- 
ing to illustrate spiritual things, but to 
refer to this scripture to prove the argu- 
ment of infant baptism, and especially o 
say it imparts the grace of God to an 
infant, is foreign to sound  principie. 
‘Thru the death on Calvary we obtain the 
grace of God, and not by water. This ar- 
ticle to which“I refer teaches that an in- 
fant must be baptized because of its 
original sin and says that no sin can en- 
ter heaven. It is true that sin shall never 
enter heaven but Paul said, “Where there 
is no law there is no_ transgression,” 
therefore, the atonement provides salva- 
tion for the child. If it takes baptism by 
sprinkling to save an infant, then this 
sect must admit that hell will be populat- 
ed with innocent children.’ 

Another statement says, “Baptism is 
necessary for children because it is God’s 
way of imparting to them a= saving 
faith.” In other words, without a little 
water sprinkled on their heads they are 
forever lost. They quote Pelagius from 
Britain, the great opponent of Augus- 
tine, as saying, “Who can be so ungodly 
as not to admit little children to bap- 
tism?” I wish to state, Who can be so un- 
godly as to say a little child will be cast 
into the lake of fire, to dwell eternally, 
because they have not had a little water 
sprinkled on their heads? I was conduct- 
ing a revival near Plaza, N. Dak. once 
when a woman came to me and told me 
this story; she said, “Two years ago in 
the dead of winter when the snow was 
“approximately three feet deep, and the 
thermometer registered twenty below 
zero, we were twenty-four miles from 
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town. Our little child took seriously ill 
and I had not had him sprinkled. I had 
been taught if a child should die with- 
out being sprinkled it would be lost. I 
wrapped the infant in woolen blankets 
and was loaded into a sled to start for 
the preacher’s home twenty-four miles 
away. We traveled all day thru the snow 
and arrived late in the evening. When I 
unwrapped the child in the pastor’s home 
it was dead. I asked the pastor if the 
child was saved, even tho’ it had not been 
sprinkled. He said, ‘I can give you no 
hope,’ and later refused to preach the 
child’s funeral. This mother’s heart had 
been aching for these two years, think- 
ing her child was lost. We were glad to 
tell her that if she would prove true to 
the Lord, she could meet that child on 
the shores of shining deliverance. Surely 
we do not have to go to Africa to find 
heathens. 

This article teaches that baptism 
works forgiveness of sins, but the Bible 
says that without the shedding of blood 
there is no remission of sins. The article 
also teaches that baptism imparts to each 
one individually the salvation that Christ 
has purchased for all. It would be ivo 
bad to think that Jesus came from heav- 
en, bled and died on Calvary, and then 
an infant couldn’t even be saved without 
having water put on its head. I wish to 
state that there is absolutely no scripture 
in the Bible stating that baptism imparts 
a saving faith to a child, nor that a child 
will be lost because the parents have not 
substituted ceremonialism for real experi- 
ence spiritually. This refers to adults as 
well as infants. We cannot suppose that 
He who instituted the ordinance design- 
ed to be obscure in His direction for ad- 
ministering the ordinance. Then the ques- 
tion arises, Was there any word in use in 
our Savior’s time which would specify 
any particular action in the administra- 
tion of this ordinance? We answer, There 
was, and such a word was chosen by ur 
Lord—one having an established and un- 
mistakeably definite and well under- 
stood signification.

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Cohe Antichrist or “Ghe Beast 


HE question for many years has been 

and is still, “Who is the beast?” He 
is described in Rev. 13:18; 17:7-17; 6:1- 
11, and as “that man of sin” in 2 Thess. 
2:3. “Whose number is 666.” 

Rev. 17:9-11 tells us how to identify 
“this man of sin.” In the first place, we 
notice that it takes wisdom, and James 
1:5 says, “If any of you lack wisdom let 
him ask of God, that giveth to all men 
liberally, and upbraideth not, and it shall 
be given him.” 


Now when St. John saw the beast with 
seven heads and ten horns, and the wo- 
man riding that scarlet colored beast, 
he wondered with great admiration, Rev. 
17:3-6. In the seventh verse the angel 
promises to tell John the mystery of the 
woman and of the beast that carrieth her. 
In the 8th verse the angel tells John that 
the beast that he saw “was” (past tense, 
before A. D. 95), at the time St. John 
got the Revelation on the Isle of Patmos. 
“And is not (not living at the time of the 
Revelation, or now); and shall ascend 
out of the bottomless pit (out of hell), 
and go into perdition” (lake of fire—see 
Rev. 19:20), which is the eternal doom of 
the beast. 

Now back to Rev. 17:8, “And they that 
dwell on the earth shall wonder, whuse 
names are not written in the book of life 
from the foundation of the world, when 
they behold the beast that was, and is 
not, and yet is.” By this we see that he 
was before A. D. 95, and was not at the 
time of the Revelation, yet he was in 
the bottomless pit and still is there, and 
will be resurrected after the RAPTURE. 
Rev. 6:1-8. Rev. 13:3, “And I saw one of 
his heads as it were wounded to death 
(past tense); and his deadly wound was 
healed (future tense): and all the world 
wondered after the beast (future tense).” 

Rev. 17:9, “The seven heads are seven 
mountains.” These seven mountains rep- 
resent seven world governments. See 
Dan. 2:35, “The stone (Christ) * * * 
became a great mountain.” Likewise al- 
so these seven mountains represent seven 
world powers. Rev. 17:9, “On which the 
woman sitteth.” This woman represents 
wickedness, Rev. 17:4-7. Rev. 17:19, 
“And there are seven kings.” In other 
words, there are seven world govern- 
ments beginning with the Chaldean Em- 
pire, 606 B. C., King Nebuchadnezzar— 
the head of gold. See Dan. 2:36-38. 

The second world power—Media and 
Persia,—a consolidated kingdom, 536 B.C., 
inferior to the Chaldean Empire, hence 
the beast of the image which Nebuchad- 
nezzar saw was of silver. See Dan. 2:30- 
35 for description of image, in the form 
of a man. 


The third world power is the Empire 
of Alexander, 330 B. C. “Third kingdom 
of brass.” Dan. 2:39. 

The fourth world power is the Roman 
Empire, 43 B. C. Dan. 2:40-43, “Strong 
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as iron” This Roman Empire is the 
fourth world power but the sixth govern- 
ment, as Egypt and Syria were really 
the fourth and fifth governments, and 
Egypt reigned from 323 B. C. to 181 B.C. 
and Syria from 312 B. C. to 164 B.C. 
Now by these dates (Ancient History) 
you will see that Egypt and Syria were 
the fourth and fifth governments but 
they never had complete Old Testament 
world control but were kings of norih 
and south, which representation is se2n 
in Dan. 11:5-20. By this we see that it 
was really the sixth government, but 
fourth world power, Dan. 2: 40-43. 


Back to Revelation, Rev. 17:10, “And 
there are seven kings (seven kingdoms), 
five are fallen (1, Chaldean Empire; 2, 
Media-Persia; 3, Alexander’s Empire; 4, 
Egypt; 5, Syria. These five were fallen at 
the time of the Revelation, Rev. 17:10) 
and one is (this was the Roman Empire, 
strong as iron).” Dan. 2:40. But in the 
latter days of this kingdom the toes were 
part of iron and part of clay, but will 
not have complete control as they once 
had and they are not the seventh or the 
Antichrist kingdom as they are the sixth 
world government. 


Rev. 17:10, “And the other is not yet 
come (that is, the Antichrist or seventh 
government which was not yet come at 
the time of the Revelation, neither is yet 
come); and when he cometh, he must 
continue a short space.” Dan. 9:27, “And 
he shall confirm the covenant with many 
for one week (seven years).” “And his 
number is 666,” Rev. 13:18. Now the 
number six is a bad number. Figures 
represent something, and six represents, 
perhaps, Satan, Antichrist, and the false 
prophet. There are many names that wl] 
figure 666. Hundreds of commentators 
have suggested names because they fis- 
ured 666 from some alphabet—Greek or 
Hebrew or Latin. Some say the Pope 
will be the Antichrist because the name 
on his crown figures 666. Some say that 
Nero will be the Antichrist, others say 
Napoleon. Many others have been sus: 
gested, but they can’t all be right. There 
is one somewhere, however. We must 
search the other scriptures and these will 
identify him. 

First, he is “king of the north 
(Syria);” he is the eighth king of one of 
the seven heads; he was the one that was 
slain but will come to life; he is the one 
that took away the daily sacrifice, and 
will be repeated. See Dan. 11:31. This 
took place in 170 B. C. by Antiochus 
Epiphanes, the eighth king of Syria 
(king of the north). 

Now, really to identify who this “man 
of sin” is we will have to search the book 
of Daniel, and other helps such as An- 
cient History, Condensed Bible Encyclo- 
pedia, the books of the Maccabees, and 
the connection of the Old and New Testa- 
ments, 


“Four great beasts,” Dan. 7:3-7. These 


are four Old Testament world powers of 
that part of the world which was approx- 
imately 900 miles north and south, and 
fourteen miles east and west, however 
these four powers ruled a greater part 
which toox in the Old Testament world 
and surrounding territory, a distance vf 
29,000 miles east and west and _ 1,600 
miles north and south. The Roman Em- 
pire being the fourth world power, Dan. 
7:7, the ten horns represented the ten Ro- 
man emperors, Dan. 7:24. Now we notice 
that the horns represent kings or eni- 
perors and in V. 8 a little horn came up 
among them (or at the time that the Ro- 
man power shall be partly strong and 
partly broken, not complete world power 
as the Antichrist government will have.) 


This little horn of Dan. 7:8 is what we 
want to follow up and see if we can iden- 
tify the beast. In Dan. 7:15-27 we get the 
interpretation of the four beasts and the 
horn that is to make war with the tribu- 
lation saints, Dan. 7:21. Here we notice 
the same little horn as in Dan. 7:8. In 
Dan. 8:3, 4 the ram with the two horns 
is the consolidated kingdom of Media- 
Persia, hence the ram with two horns is 
the second world power, 536 B. C. In Dan. 
8:5 this “he goat” from the west (from 
Greece) with the notable horn is Alexan- 
der the great king. In Dan. 8:6-7 this “he 
goat” made war with the ram with two 
horns (Media-Persia) and overcame it. In 
Dan. 8:8 Alexander’s Empire became 
thrice a world power, 330 B.C. “Now the 
great horn (Alexander) being broken, and 
for it came up four notable ones.” After 
Alexander’s death his kingdom was divid- 
cd among his generals—Ptolemy, Scieu- 
cus, Cassander, and Lysemachus. Now in 
Dan. 8:9, “And out of one of them (from 
one of these four Grecian generals) came 
forth a little horn,” that is, to make war 
with the tribulation saints and “take 
away the daily sacrifice.” This is during 
the seventh week spoken of in Dan. 9:27. 

In Dan. 8:20 we have the interpreta- 
tion of the ram with two horns—Media 
and Persia, consolidated kingdom. V. “1, 
“And the rough goat is the king of 
Grecia: and the great horn that is be- 
tween his eyes is the first king (Alexan- 
der).” V. 22, “Now that being breken 
(Alexander’s death), whereas four stood 
up for it (four generals took the king- 
dom), four kingdoms shall stand up out 
of the nation (in place of Alexander’s 
Empire, after his death).” The kingdom 
becomes four kingdoms divided among 
his four generals, V. 22. 


In verses 23-25 is the Antichrist’s reign 
on earth during the tribulation. You will 
notice in Dan. 8:25 that by peace and 
prosperity he shall deceive many. Te 
white horse of Rev. 6:2 represents peace 
by which he will deceive the people dur- 
ing the first three and one half years 
of the tribulation. Now in Dan. 11:1-3 we 





notice the war between Media and Persia 
and of Grecia. In Dan. 11:4 we notice the 
Grecian or Alexander’s Empire broken 
and divided, “And shall be divided in 
four winds of heaven,” and not to his 
posterity (not to his son as his son was 
not yet born, hence his kingdom was di- 
vided to his four generals). There four 
kingdoms or divisions finally became two 
kingdoms, the kingdom of the _ south 
(Egypt—323 B. C.) and the kingdom of 
the north (Syria—312 B. C.). These are 
the fourth and fifth governments, but 
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Egypt and Syria reigned at the same 
time, and both of these tried to gain 
world control but neither succeeded to 
obtain full control so was not considered 
among the four world powers, of which 
the Roman Empire was fourth world 
power, but really the sixth government 
as we see by the dates. The Romans be- 
came a world power in 43 B. C., and 
Egypt and Syria 323 B. C. and 312 B. C., 
so we see that the Roman Empire was 
the sixth government.

Bob ar- 
ranged his big chair for him under the 
reading lamp. 

“Yes, Bob, what’s on your. chest to- 
night? Hope you aren’t broke again?” 

“No, Dad, I have money, but I wanted 
to talk to you about a little incident that 
occurred at school today. Mr. Pringle, the 
principal, seems to have taken an uncom- 
mon interest in me this semester. Every 
time he meets me in the hall he slaps me 
on the back and says, ‘How goes it” 
Well, yesterday he called me into his 
private office and said, ‘Bob, I’ve had 
my eye on you some time now, and I 
want to make a suggestion. I think you 
are traveling with the wrong. crowd.’

Now what I want to know, 
Dad, is how can a fellow know that he 
isn’t traveling with the right crowd? Bill 
and Harry and Chub have all been here 
many times. You know them most as well 
as I do. They aren’t particularly bad, are 
they? Just because they’re a bit noisy 
and collegiate doesn’t stamp them as un- 
desirables.”

“Pringle is a very competent man, Bob;

We tend to talk, to 
dress, to act, to think and consequently 
to behave like the group with which we 
associate. 

“On the other hand, folks with certain 
tastes and interests tend to group them- 
selves together automatically. Musicians 
seek musical groups; athletes seek athle- 
tic clubs and organizations. Boys gang 
as naturally as bees or sheep flock, and 


having ganged more or less spontaneous- 


ly, the law of association begins to work. 
Group opinions begin to form, group atti- 
tudes toward every conceivable thing be- 
gin to shape themselves without the group 
being conscious of it. Group opinions and 
group attitudes soon determine group ac- 
tions, and then you have results; for Bob, 
to a very surprising degree we are what 
we do. 

“The fellow who plays clean and fair 
is a good sport. The fellow who cheats 
and takes unfair advantage is a poor 
sport. The boy whose manner of acting 
is genteel and thoughtful of others is a

In short, entire responsi- 
bility was placed upon her for the pres- 
ent laxity of standards among young peo- 
ple. If mother is to carry the whole bur- 
den of the training of the children, then 
she is entitled to all the praise when they 
turn out well, and to all the blame when 
they do not. ; 

FATHER, IN THE EQUATION 

But is this true? How about the other 
parent in the concern—father. Why does 
not he come in for a little praise or 
blame? Surely his responsibility does not 
end with the feeding and clothing of his 
family and attention to their material 
needs. In the defects of the body politic 
so deeply felt today and ascribed to re- 
laxation of discipline in the home, what 
part does father play? Is mother the only 
parent who grins and endures the grow- 
ing tendency of the young people toward 
freedom of speech and independence of 
action? What is father’s attitude? Is it 
that of giving the young people as much 
rope as they like, or does he blame the 
entire matter on mother? What does he 
say about mother’s interest outside the 
home and its influence on the children? 
Are men in general thinking along these 
lines? 

JUDICIAL OPINIONS 

A prominent judge of the New York 
Court of General Sessions, makes the fol- 
lowing statement, showing the opinion of 
a judicial mind on this subject: 

“The derogation of parental authority 
which is general and increasing,” he sav:, 
“is a cancer on the body politic. I see the 
results of the wrong way of bringing up 
children, every day. Youths under twenty- 
one are brought before me, who feel to- 


They begin by doing what they like at 
home, and defying their parents. At four- 
teen they tell their fathers that they are 
not going to school any more, and they 
do not go. 

“With some differences, the same es- 
sential things could be said of the girl. 
She, too, needs discipline and does not 
get it, at home or at school. The weakly, 
indulgent parent buys her the kind of 
clothes she demands in order to look like 
other girls, and the weakly, indulgent 
parent can not keep her from bad com- 
pany if he would. It is because the girl, 
no less than the boy, started early in fife 
to give orders to her parents. 

“I do not think that people generally 
realize this flowing tide of youthful de- 
pravity, and those who do, are despond- 
ent and even hopeless for means to stem 
it. But I believe that the means are at 
hand in the home. There old-fashioned 
ideas of mutual parental authority should 
be insisted upon; and where it is resist- 
ed, I see no better way to enforce it than 
by judicious corporal punishment.” 

A juvenile judge in New York City 
tells of the case of a ten-year old boy who 
was arrested on the charge of stealing 2 
shotgun. The father of the boy was sent 
for and given a private hearing. He was 
a man of education and refinement, high- 
ly respected in the community. Natural- 
ly, he was appalled at what his son had 
done. “What made him do it? What made 
him do it?” he kept repeating. “I can not 
understand.” 

“Let me see if I can help you get at 
the bottom of the trouble.” said the judge. 
“Tell me something about the boy’s home 
life. How has he been brought up?” 

“Very differently from the way I was,” 
admitted the father. “I was kept under 
such strict restraint and discipline as a 
child, that I made up my mind if I ever 
had a son of my own, he should have 
everything I had not. My son has been 
encouraged by me to be independent, and 
I have not only given him his own ways, 
but almost everything he wanted.’ 

“T see,” observed the judge. ‘“Natural- 
ly, your son thought there was nothing 
he could not have. Maybe later on, as his 
demands increased, he would have rob- 
bed a bank. If you do not teach a child 
self-control and self-denial, and consider- 
ation for the rights of others, what does 
he know about such things when he 
grows up? 

“Shocked to a realization of what he 
owed his own son, the man asked for an- 
other chance—not for his boy, but for 
himself. He got it, and they both made 
good. 

FATHER AND THE DOLLAR 

“Yes, fathers are to blame, They are so 
busy chasing the dollar, that they are 
strangers to their own children. As a 
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rule, when a boy goes wrong, the father 
is the real culprit. So, when I have a boy 
case, I always call for the father at once.” 

In reality many fathers are themselves 
problems in their own homes, because of 
esay-going habits they have formed in the 
training of their children. It would be 
well for fathers to take an inventory oc- 
easionally, and to consider the part they 
are having in moulding the character of 
their sons and daughters. 

The more I ponder over the many 
things that may contribute to making 
home either heaven or hell on earth, the 
more I am inclined to think that most 
of father’s problems in the home can be 
worked out and his happiness secured, if 
he and mother have a mutual agreement 
to carry the load of responsibility and 
privilege together; and, of course, God 
must be there, and religion must be in 
the foundation. But fathers must give 
more attention to the life and plans of 
their children. We are appalled as we 
think of their neglect. They have devot- 
ed to business and to clubs of various 
kinds, ten times as much time and 
thought as they have devoted to their 
wives and children. It is surprisingly 
easy for them to turn over to the wife 
all that part of the home that belongs 
to the children. Fathers have an obligna- 
tion that must be assumed. They must 
share with the wife and mother, the re- 
sponsibility of making the home. They 
must come to the place where they want 
to create a real home as much as they 
want to create a real business; for a na- 
tion without homes is a nation withoui 
a future. 

Parental neglect is the main cause if 
delinquency, just as it is of the general 
falling off in standards among the young 
people today. 

LIKE PLASTIC CLAY 

“Children come to us plastic clay, to 
mould as we will. In our hands rests tne 
shaping and forming of their character, 
which must be done before the clay hard- 
ens. If we do not instill in them the rigit 
ideals in their early impressionable years, 
it will be useless later on to attempt it.” 

Lax fathers make lax children. If we 
do not bring the child up with proper 
respect for parents and law and order, or 
for constituted authority, what can re 
expect? Parental weakness, overindulg- 
ence, and relaxation of discipline in the 
home, can’t be too strongly condemn2d. 
Parental neglect is a sin against the 
child. Men and women assume the ‘e- 
sponsibility of bringing boys and girls in- 
to the world, then oftentimes just let 
them grow, withholding from them ‘he 
love and wise direction they should have 
to become acquainted with this world and 
to learn how to live in it. 

MORALS AND MANNERS 

Distinction should be drawn between 
morals and manners. Society adopts cer- 
tain standards of manners, and judges 
character thereby. Standards of conduct 
are the most unstable of all human stand- 
ards. They vary not only with the times, 
but according to all sorts of extraneous 
influences. World events change’ them, 
and your local influences modify them.

WHEN DAYS ARE DARK 


In my last year at Princeton seminary 
drew sharp criticism by saying in a 


lasswork sermon, “It may be questioned 


(ey are a great many days at Sea: the Sunday School, valuable as it is, 
when it is impossible by observation ; not displacing an institution far more 


to determine the position of the ship on 
the great circle along which she is travel- 
ing—days of fog and cloud, or of wind 
and rain. The charts are useless unless 
the position of the ship can be _ deter- 
mined; they are like books written in cn 
untranslatable language unless the sky 
interprets them. The sea without the sky 
would be a trackless waste; the sea arch- 
ed by the sky is a glorious highway from 
continent to continent. 

In like manner, the life of man is a 
pathless waste without the light of heav- 
en. If the great dome of blue, with its 
innumerable fires, were quenched in 
darxness, the earth would become on the 
instant uninhabitable—a black andicy ba'] 
in a night without stars or the hope of 
dawn. The curtain of eternal night would 
drop on the tragedy of an unlighted and 
unwarned world. As the earth depends 
for its life moment by moment on 
the light and heat of the sun, so does 
the soul of man depend on the love and 
guidance of God. In every generation 
there are earnest men and women who 
strive to live an unlighted and unsunned 
life—try in all sincerity and often with a 
noble rectitude. But society could not live 
for a single decade without despair and 
the desire to destroy itself. The chill of 
elemental night would paralyze the mo- 
tivity and blight the joy of the race. 
Those who are striving to live without 
this light are nevertheless warmed and 
guided by it; even while they deny its 
existence, they live in an atmosphere suf- 
fused with it, on a soil warmed and made 
fruitful by it, in a society which has 
been, in its nobler ideals, formed by it. 
As the sky has passed into the earth in 
a thousand fruitful years, enriched the 
soil and covered it with verdure, so the 
life of God has passed into the life of 
man and shaped it to the higher uses and 
fertilized it with the germs of spiritual 
vitality and power.

physical conditions, but while tney sas 
they seem to be part of the permanent 
order of things. 

In such times one must learn to live 
without the aid of vision or the wide, 
clear outlook; one must learn to go on 
his course as resolutely and courageous- 
ly as if all the stars were shining upon 
him. When one has seen a great view 
from the summit of a mountain,’he does 
not question the existence of the land- 
scape because, after he has descended in- 
to the valley, he no longer sees it. How- 
ever circumscribed the world may be 
which foids him in, he knows that he has 
only to climb the mountain to see a great 
world. That world does not change; it is 
his position that changes. In like man- 
ner, when a man has seen a great truth 
or passed through a great experience, he 
has had a final and conclusive demon- 
stration; he does not need, and he ought 
not to ask for, daily confirmations. If the 
beautiful vision passes and the great re- 
conciling outlook vanishes, let him seek 
for the fading of the light and the pass- 
ing of the splendor in his own condi- 
tions; but let him doubt neither the light 
nor the splendor. It is appointed to all 
men to suffer the reaction of great ex- 
periences; for a man’s spirit in its pres- 
ent estate cannot bear the strain of con- 
tinued exaltation. It is significant that 
the prophets have often been men with 
their greatest temptations which the 
great disclosures of truth or character 
were still about them. A man is never 
in greater danger than when he returns 
abruptly to earth from the gate of heav- 
en. The change is so immense that the 
spirit often faints under it. 

It must be remembered, moreover, that 
the most important work of life is not 
the discovery of truth, but the absorp-

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“ohe Antichrist 


HE subject for consideration is one 

of intense interest to many of the 
world as well as to Christians. The rea- 
sons for this are many. It is vitally and 
closely connected with the coming of Je- 
sus and the judgment period of tribula- 
tion, Many warnings of impending dan- 
ger during the reign of Antichrist stimu- 
late interest in the minds of Bible read- 
ers. There have been such varied and 
elaborate productions, both oral and writ- 
ten, as to who he is, what he is, when he 
will come, and what he will do during 
his personal reign as a world ruler, un- 
til the Christian world has overlooked 
the fact that he has been reigning in a 
spiritual form in all past dispensations, 
seeking to bring about conditions that 
will make his literal reign possible. We 
have overlooked the fact that our great- 
est danger lies in our contact with the 
spirit of Antichrist rather than the hor- 
rors of his literal reign. 

We wish to confine our remarks in 
this article more specifically to this sub- 
ject. Notice, 

He is in the spirit realm and we con- 
tact him there. 1 John 4:1-3, “Beloved, 
believe not every spirit, but try the spir- 
its, whether they be of God: because 
many false prophets are gone out in the 
world. Hereby know we the Spirit of 
God: Every spirit that confesseth that 
Jesus Christ is come in the flesh is of 
God: and every spirit that confesseth not 
that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh is 
not of God: and this is that spirit of 
Antichrist, whereof ye have heard that it 
should come; and even now already is it 
in the world.” 

This passage reveals the fact that these 
spirits are Antichrist (V. 1). They have 
a message not to be believed (V. 1). 
They have messengers to operate thru 
(false prophets, V. 1). They rise up 
and go out from us (V. 1). He, like Luci- 
fer, has his origin in the heavenlies, 
working outward and downward toward 
the lake of fire. In this realm he con- 
tacts the children of God, and here is 
where our danger lies. Notice 

1 John 2:18,19, “Even now are there 
many antichrists; * * * They went out 
from us, but they were not of us.” Ob- 
serve that the purpose of Antichrist is to 
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deceive and he will be successful, for Je- 
sus says, “Many false prophets shall arise 
and deceive many.” In 1 John 4:2, 3 we 
are given a rule by which we are to try 
these spirits. “Every spirit that confess- 
eth that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh 
is of God: And every spirit that confess- 
eth not that Jesus Christ is come in the 
flesh is not of God: and this is that Spir- 
it of antichrist.” 2 John 7, “For many 1c 
ceivers are entered into the world, who 
confess not that Jesus Christ is come in 
the flesh. This is a deceiver and an anti- 
christ.” 

You will notice that the deception is 
that Christ was not, nor is, incarnate in 
human flesh. In each of the above pas- 
sages the verb “is come” is employed, 
which includes our flesh as well as 
Christ’s fleshly body. Jesus was mani- 
fested in the flesh, condemned and sub- 
dued its sinful tendencies, died in the 
flesh and arose from the dead with his 
glorified body, that He might incarnate 
Himself in our flesh, condemn and sub- 
due its sinful tendencies, quicken and 
resurrect it by His Spirit that dwelleth 
in us. Jesus speaking of the Holy Ghost 
says, “He is with you and shall be in 
you.” Paul says, “Know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy Ghost?” 
Peter says, “We have this treasure in 
earthen vessels.” Notice John’s admoni- 
tion, 2 John 9, 10, “Whosoever transgress- 
eth, and abideth not in the doctrine of 
Christ, hath not God. He that abideth fn 
the doctrine of Christ, he hath both the 
Father and the Son. If there come any 
unto you, and bring not this doctrine, 
receive him not into your house, neither 
bid him God speed.” It is clearly reveal- 
ed in these references that the purpose of 
Christ’s coming to redeem the world was 
thru incarnation of Himself in human 
flesh. This He did in His supernatural 
conception, birth, crucifixion, resurrec- 


tion, and bodily ascension, thus becom- 
ing the firstfruits of them that slept, and 
an example of divine incarnation for us. 
He is the living Word of truth. He is 
the way of life, and He is the life for us. 
Taking Him as an example would neces- 
sitate the same process in our life. The 


Word must first be conceived in the 
heart. This will produce faith, for faith 
comes by the hearing of the Word. Faith 
brings the new birth or spiritual life. 
Cruficixion kills out the old life and 
sanctifies the soul, and the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost incarnates Christ in the 
heart and body by the indwelling of ihe 
Spirit which will finally culminate in a 
resurrecied and glorified body prepara- 
tory to the rapture. The Spirit of Anti- 
christ is to offset and defeat this pur- 
pose, so he summons all his forces in at- 
tack against this truth and seeks to 
break down the faith of God’s people in 
the supernatural in Christ and Christi- 
anity. 

Jesus declares that the baptism of the 
Spirit makes us witnesses unto Him, un- 
to the uttermost parts of the earth. (See 
Acts 1:8). Notice how this was fulfilled 
by Peter and the other disciples on the 
day of Pentecost, “But Peter standing up 
with the eleven lifted up his voice and 
said unto them, Ye men of Judah, and all 
ye that dwell at Jerusalem, be this known 
unto you and hearken unto my words for 
these are not drunken as ye suppose, 
seeing it is but the third hour of the day, 
but this is that which was spoken by 
the prophet Joel: And it shall come to 
pass in the last days, saith God, that I 
will pour out of my Spirit upon all 
flesh,” Acts 2:14-17. (See remainder cf 
chapter.) 

This is probably the first point of at- 
tack of the Antichrist. He will get us to 
tone down in our confession of Pentecost 
a failure, to witness to the wonderful in- 
dwelling Holy Ghost will grieve him, the 
power will not be manifest in your life 
and testimony, the signs will cease to 
follow and the gifts will disappear, The 
fruits of the Spirit, “love, joy, peace,” 
etc. will not be found in your life. The 
grace of the Spirit will not adorn the 
Church, and she will find herself exist- 
ing only in form. When she becomes suf- 
ficiently satisfied with a form of godli- 
ness, the next point of attack is on her 
faith in the supernatural. Having de- 
stroyed this he is prepared to inject faith 
in his lie to wit no supernatural in 
Christ, no blood merit, no sanctification, 
no indwelling Holy Ghost, no healing, no 
working of miracles, no signs following 
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believers, no speaking in tongues. God 
said He would let them believe this lie 
and be damned. Now take a glance at 
church history and see if you can’t locate 
the Antiehrist in spirit form. See the 
bold attack of his prophets against the 
truth, against the power, see them in 
their efforts to destroy the faith omce de- 
livered to the saints. Atheism in some 
form is forging its way into the pulpit, 
the press, and institutions of learning. 
Here is where he contacts the _ real 
Church, here is our battle field, here is 
where our danger lies. Let us study a 
Bible picture of the awful conflict. Note 
the timely admonition given, “Finally, 
my brethren, be strong in the Lord and 
in the power of his might.” The baitle 
cannot be won by a weak church. Hnu- 
man effort will not avail. It will take 
the mighty power of God. “Put on the 
whole armour of God that ye may be able 
to stand against the wiles of the devil, 
for we wrestle not against flesh and 
blood but against principalities, against 
powers, against the rulers of the dark- 
ness of this world, against spiritual wick- 
edness in high places (Antichrist spirits 
in the church); wherefore take unto 
you the whole armour of God, that ve 
may be able to stand in the evil day, and 
having done all to stand.” The evil day 
is the last great conflict. While the devil 
(for he is the real Antichrist) has been 
working in Christendom, securing an 
apostatized bride described in Rev. 17:5, 
he has been working among the principal- 
ities and powers and rulers of the dark- 
ness of this world for a beast upon which 





his bride may ride. This is the culmina- 
tion of apostasy. It is devil incarnation in 
church and state, but, brother, if you wiil 
put on the whole armor, you Will be able 
to withstand and to stand, but it will take 
the girdle of truth, the breastplate of 
righteousness, the gospel shoes; it will 
take faith, salvation and the sword, 
which is the Word of God, finally, it will 
take praying always with all prayer and 
suppl cation in the Spirit and watching 
thereunto with all perseverance and sup- 
plication (Eph. 6:10-18). What a picture! 
Have you on the armor? The darts, 
fiery darts, are flying from the enemies’ 
ranks, darts of skepticism, darts of 
doubt, darts of false teaching, darts of 
doctrines of devils. Can you hold the 
shield steadily between? Are the darts 
turned aside? Do they fall harmless at 
your feet? or are they piercing your 
head and heart? Can you leap upon these 
false doctrines and fiery darts as they 
lie harmless at your feet, with your g9s- 
pel shoes, and unsheath the Sword of 
the Spirit and thrust it into the ranks of 
the enemy with accurate aim and deadly 
effect? Do you live a life of prayer and 
supplication in the Spirit? Are you watci- 
ing with perseverance? Are you a soldier 
in battle array? If you are not, you may 
be one. Remember the Antichrist spirit 
works outward toward the world and 
downward toward hell. The incarnate 
Christ Spirit, the indwelling Holy Ghost, 
preserves, protects, and leads you _ on- 
ward to the city of God. You can go eit- 
her way. You are going one way or the 
other. Which way? You may answer. 





Revival In Judah

INTRODUCTION 

REVIOUS to the reign of Hezekiah, 

Judah was ruled sixteen years by 
Ahaz who was very wicked and burnt in- 
cense in the valley of the sons of Hinnoiu 
and burnt his children in the fire after 
the abomination of the heathen whom 
the Lord had cast out before the children 
of Israel. Such heathen worship being 
practiced before the people Judah was 
soon led away from God and stood great- 
ly in need of a revival. 2 Chron. 28th 
chapter. 

THE NEEDED REVIVAL 

Ahaz had cut into pieces the vessels of 
the house of God, and closed up the doors 
and had made himself altars in every 
corner of Jerusalem, and in many cities 
of Judah he had set up high places to 
burn incense unto other gods. 2 Chron. 
28:24, 25. The priests and Levites were 
backslidden and naturally the people fol- 
lowed them, as no people in general ever 
rise higher, go deeper, or get better than 
their leaders. 

Here we get a sad picture of Judah, the 
house of the Lord lying waste, the proph- 
ets all dumb, the king advocating wick- 
edness, the priests and Levites all in sin, 
no songs of Zion sung, no prayers are 
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heard, the law is not read and the people 
in general are indulging in _ idleness, 
drunkenness, adultery, idolatry, murder 
and every other wicked thing imaginable, 
that would bring havoc, misery, woe, de- 
struction, and desolation upon the human 
race. What a horrible picture of Judah 
who a few years before was ruled by such 
men as Uzziah and Jotham who did that 
which was right in the sight of the Lord 
and was blessed of Him and were happy. 
Oh how they needed a revival, and no 
doubt but that there were a few good fa- 
thers and mothers scattered among the 
people who had not defiled themsely>2s 
and were earnestly praying, Oh God, send 
a revival of religion among your people. 
THE NEW KING’S PREPARATION FOR 
A REVIVAL 

After the death of Ahaz, Hezekiah, a 
righteous man, began to reign in Judah. 
The conditions under which he took the 
throne were very trying and discourging 
but with a heart of love for both God and 
the people and with the ambition of a 
lion he undertook the task of bringing 
the people back to God. 

Hezekiah so unlike many who propose 
to work for God felt that there was no 
time for delay, therefore, in the first 
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year of his reign and the first month he 
opened the doors of the house of God and 
he brought in the priests and the Levitess 
and gathered them together in the east 
street, and said unto them, “Hear me, ye 
Levites, sanctify now yourselves and 
sanctify the house of the Lord God of 
your fathers and carry forth the filthi- 
ness out of the holy place, for our fathers 
have trespassed and done that which was 
evil in the sight of the Lord God and 
have forsaken him and have turned away 
their faces from the habitation of the 
Lord and turned their backs, also they 
have shut up the doors of the porch, and 
put out the lamps, and have not burn 
incense nor offered burnt offerings in tne 
holy place unto the God of Israel, where- 
fore the wrath of the Lord was upon Ju- 
dah and Jerusalem and hath delivered 
them to trouble, to astonishment, and to 
hissing as ye see with your eyes. For lo 
our fathers have fallen by the sword and 
our sons and our daughters and our 
wives are in captivity for this, now it 
is in my heart to make a covenant with 
the Lord God of Israel that his fieree 
wrath may turn away from us.” 

In my opinion Hezekiah started just 
right to have a revival. He began at the 
head. You cannot keep the branch clear 
with a muddy spring. In his sermon to 
the priesis and Levites he had no fear 
of hurting feelings, he drove to the point 
and dug to the heart of the wrong and 
when he had finished his sermon they 
were ready to cooperate, and immediately 
arose and sanctified themselves and en- 
tered upon the tasa« of cleaning up the 
house of God. The priests went into the 
house of the Lord and brought out all 
the uncleanness that they found in the 
temple. The Levites took it and dumped 
it into the brook Kidron. The revival was 
not started in one day, neither in one 
week, it took eight days to clear away 
the filth up to the porch, and eight days 
to cleanse the inside, and when ithe 
cleansing of the temple was complete 
they reported to the king that the house 
of the Lord was clean, the altar erected 
and vessels restored. 

THE REVIVAL IS ON 

After the workers had sanctified them- 
selves and cleansed the house of the Lord 
the king arose early the next morning 
and gathered the rulers of the city and 
went up to the house of the Lord, and the 
people began to bring in bullocks, rams, 
lambs and he goats to offer unto the Lord 
and the priests killed them and made 
reconciliation with their blood upon the 
altar. The musicians among the Levites 
were given cymbals, psalteries and harps 
which were the instruments of David, 
and as they played upon them the priests 
blew the trumpets, and when the burnt 
offerings began the sweet singers of Is- 
rael joined in with the musicians sing- 
ing the songs of Zion and all the music 
and singing continued until the burnt of- 
ferings were finished and when they had 
made an end of offerings the king and all 
that were present bowed their heads and 
worshiped. 

When everything was set in order in 
Jerusalem the king sent out letters by 
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posts unto the many cities, for the people 
to come to Jerusalem for the feast of the 
Passover which had not been observed 
right for years. As the posts passed thru 
some cities they were laughed to scorn 
while others received the proclamation 
with gladness, and when the time of the 
feast came many were in Jerusalem for 
the solemn feast and they arose and toox 
the altars that were built by Ahaz and 
cast them into the brook Kidron, 2 Chron. 
30:14. And the seven days of the feast 
were so great and joyful that the whole 
assembly toox counsel to keep ' other 
seven days and they’ kept other seven 
days with gladness, 2 Chron. 30:33. And 
all the congregation of Judah, with the 
priests and Levites and all the congre 
gation that came out of Israel, and” the 
strangers that came out of the land of 
Israel and that dwelt in Judah, rejoiced. 
So there was great joy in Jerusalem for 
since the time of Solomon there was not 
the like in Jerusalem. Then the priests 
and Levites arose and blessed the peopie 
and their voices were heard and their 
prayer came up to His holy dwelling 
place even unto heaven. 

When the great feast and time of re- 
joicing was ended in Jerusalem _ those 
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who were present went out into the cities 
of Judah and broke the images in pieces 
and cut down the groves and threw down 
the high places and altars that had been 
set up in wickedness, thus the revival 
reached throughout Judah. 

After the revival had reached through- 
out Judah the king appointed the courses 
of the priests and Levites, every man ac- 
cording to his service, and when he seat 
out a proclamation for all the people to 
bring in offerings, and the tithe of all 
their increase, and the people brought in 
abuntantly offerings and tithe of their 
corn, wine, oil, oxen, sheep, ete., until 
the storehouses were filled and the priests 
and Levites were encouraged. 

The revival in Judah is a good type :f 
a great revival in the Church of God. A 
revival means more than merely a big 
crowd and bodily demonstrations. When 
Israel was revived they had the crowd, 
shouts and demonstrations but they had 
works with it. They went to work to over- 
throw wickedness and brought in their 
tithe and offerings into the house of the 
Lord and the priests gave their time en- 
tirely to the work of the ministry. This 
will always follow a great revival in any 
local Church of God. 
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Baptism 


Sts Mode, Formula and Necessity

APTISM is a divinely appointed m-- 
B morial of the resurrection of Christ. 
The great fact of the gospel is that Christ 
died for our sins according to the scrip- 
tures, and that He was buried, and that 
He rose again the third day according to 
the scriptures (1 Cor. 15:3, 4) to be our 
great High Priest and Savior. 

Baptism is a profession of faith in the 
Savior, who went into the grave for us 
and rose again to life. It is the great 
object lesson to teach the truth that sin- 
ners must die to sin and the world, and 
have a resurrection by the power of di- 
vine grace to a new life of obedience.The 
ordinance is a sign of an actual experi- 
ence, the means by which the believer 
confesses the work of grace in his soul. 

The scriptures teach the essential con- 
ditions necessary to baptism. “Go ye into 
all the world and preach the gospel to 
every creature; he that believeth and is 
baptized shall be saved,” Mark 16:15,16. 
“What doth hinder me to be baptized? 
And Philip said, If thou believest with 
all thine heart, thou mayest,” Acts 8:36, 
37. “Peter said unto them, Repent, and 
be baptized every one of you in the name 
of Jesus Christ for the remission of sins,” 
Acts 2:38. Thus it is seen that instruc- 
tion in the gospel, belief in Christ, and 
repentance are conditions to precede bap- 
tism. 


THE FORM OF BAPTISM 
The scriptural form of baptism is clear- 
Jy set forth in the following passages: 


Matt. 3:6, “And were baptized in Jordan 
confessing their sins.” V. 16, “And Jesus 
when he was baptized, went up straigi:t- 
way out of the water.” It is evident by 
the above scriptures that the form of bap 
tism is by immersion, as candidates went 
down into the water and came up out ol 
the water. Acts 8:38, “They went down 
both into the water, both Philip and the 
eunuch, and he baptized him.” Rom. 
6:4, 5, “Buried with him by baptism * * * 
for if we have been planted together in 
the likeness of his death, we shall be al- 
so in the likeness of his resurrection.” 
No doubt the Apostle Paul was referring 
to the crucifying and burying of the 2d 
man, nevertheless, the word “bury” signi- 
fies the meaning of baptism; namely, 
buried with him by baptism. Scriptural 
baptism is a burial and signifies death 
to sin, and the lifting up of the believer 
from the watery grave is a likeness 
of the resurrection of Christ. In baptism 
we profess we have died to sin and a’e 
henceforth to live a new life. Of the mean- 
ing of the word baptism, Luther wrote 
that baptism is a Greek word—anglicized. 
In Latin it can be translated immersion, 
as when we plunge something into the 
water that it may be completely covered 
with water. (Opera Lutheri; De Sage, 
Bapt. 1, p, 319—Baptist Encyclopedia, art. 
Baptism.) Calvin, after arguing that the 
form is an indifferent matter, says, “The 
very word baptism, however, signifies to 
immerse; and it is certain that immer- 


sion was observed by the ancient church.” 
(Calvin’s Institutes, lib. 4, cap. 15—Bap- 
tist Encyclopedia, art. Baptism.) Of the 
practice in primitive times, Neander, the 
church historian, says, in respect to the 
manner of baptizing, “In conformity with 
the original institution and the original 
import of the symbol, it was generally ad- 
ministered by immersion.” (History of 
the Christian Church, Torrey’s transia- 
tion, London Edition, Vol. 1, p. 429.) 

PERVERSION OF THE ORDINANCE 

The perversion of the ordinance into 
sprinkling, and that in infancy, ta‘es 
away the divinely ordained object lesson, 
and in the case of the infant must of ne- 
cessity substitute mere ceremonialism 
for experience, since a child who had nt 
reached the years of accountability car.- 
not have had the experiences of believing 
and repenting, which are the necessary 
conditions to fulfill the meaning of bap- 
tism. The change in the ordinance, like 
most of the changes that came in the 
days of the falling away from the prim- 
itive faith and practice, was by gradual 
process. Dean Stanley in his CHRISTIAN 
INSTITUTIONS, p. 24, says, that “not 
until the third century do we find one 
case of the baptism of infants.” Of the 
change of immersion to sprinkling, he 
says, “What is the justification of this 
almost universal departure from the 
primitive usage? There may have been 
many reasons, some bad and some good. 
One no doubt was the superstitious feel- 
ing already mentioned which regarded 
baptism as a charm, indispensable to sal- 
vation, and which insisted on imparting 
it to every human being who could be 
touched with water, however’ uncon- 
scious.” 

The common practice as late as the 
twelfth century is thus described by a 
Roman Catholic cardinal of that time, 
named Pullus, “Whilst the candidate for 
baptism in water is immersed the death 
of Christ is suggested; whilst immersed 
and covered with water the buria! of 
Christ is shown forth; whilst he is rais- 
ed from the water the resurrection of 
Christ is proclaimed.” (Patrol. Lat., Vol. 
CXXX, p. 315—Baptist Encyclopedia, art. 
Baptism.) Dean Stanley, one of the first 
scholars of the Church of England, wrote, 
“For the first thirteen centuries the 2l- 
most universal practice of baptism was 
that of which we read in the New Testa- 
ment, and which is the very meaning of 
the word baptism, that those who were 
baptized were PLUNGED, SUBMERGED, 
IMMERSED into the water. That prac- 
tice is still, as we have seen, continued in 
eastern churches. In the western church 
it still lingers among the Roman Catho- 
lics; in the solitary instance of the 
Cathedral of Milam; among Protestants 
in the numerous sects of the Baptists. It 
lasted long into the middle ages * * * but 
since the beginning of the seventeenth 
century the practice has become exceed- 
ingly rare.’”’ With the few exceptions just 
mentioned the whole of the western 
churches have now substituted for the an- 
cient bath the ceremony of letting fall a 
few drops of water on the face.” (Chris- 
tian Institutions, pp. 21, 22. 


Many of today base their argument of 
sprinkling as a mode of baptism on Ezek. 
36:25, “Then will I sprinkle clean water 
upon you, and ye shall be clean: from 
all your filthiness, and from all your 
idols, will I cleanse you.” But, my dear 
reader, this refers not to baptism but to 
the cleansing of Israel and the promised 
kingdom. For he said in vv. 28, 29, “Ye 
shall dwell in the land that I gave to 
your fathers; and ye shall be my people, 
and I will be your God. I will also save 
you from all your uncleannesses: and I 
will call for the corn, and will increase 
it, and lay no famine upon you.” Surely 
this could not refer to this age, and cer- 
tainly not to infant baptism, for an in- 
fant is not an idol worshipper and nei- 
ther do they plant corn crops. 

I have in my possession the Articles of 
Faith regarding Baptism of the N. L. 
Church of America, to which I wish to 
refer in order to clear up and expose 
theological gloss and traditional rubbish 
contained therein. The first article to 
which I will refer is found on page four, 
“Of baptism we teach that it is necessary 
to salvation and thru baptism is offered 
the grace of God.” They refer to Jno. 3:5 
as their proof—‘Except a man be born of 
water and of the Spirit he cannot enter 
into the kingdom of God.” I wish to state 
here that this scripture has no reference 
whatever to water baptism, but its mean- 
ing is found in the following verse: 
“That which is born of the flesh is flesh 
(natural birth), that which is born of the 
Spirit is Spirit (spiritual birth).” Jesus 
told Nicodemus of earthly things in try- 
ing to illustrate spiritual things, but to 
refer to this scripture to prove the argu- 
ment of infant baptism, and especially o 
say it imparts the grace of God to an 
infant, is foreign to sound principie. 
‘Thru the death on Calvary we obtain the 
grace of God, and not by water. This ar- 
ticle to which I refer teaches that an in- 
fant must be baptized because of its 
original sin and says that no sin can en- 
ter heaven. It is true that sin shall never 
enter heaven but Paul said, “Where there 
is no law there is no _ transgression,” 
therefore, the atonement provides salva- 
tion for the child. If it takes baptism by 
sprinkling to save an infant, then this 
sect must admit that hell will be populat- 
ed with innocent children. 

Another statement says, “Baptism is 
necessary for children because it is God’s 
way of imparting to them a= saving 
faith.” In other words, without a little 
water sprinkled on their heads they are 
forever lost. They quote Pelagius from 
Britain, the great opponent of Augus- 
tine, as saying, “Who can be so ungodly 
as not to admit little children to bap- 
tism?” I wish to state, Who can be so un- 
godly as to say a little child will be cast 
into the lake of fire, to dwell eternally, 
because they have not had a little water 
sprinkled on their heads? I was conduct- 
ing a revival near Plaza, N. Dak. once 
when a woman came to me and told me 
this story; she said, “Two years ago in 
the dead of winter when the snow was 
“approximately three feet deep, and the 
thermometer registered twenty below 
zero, we were twenty-four miles from 
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town. Our little child took seriously ill 
and I had not had him sprinkled. I had 
been taught if a child should die with- 
out being sprinkled it would be lost. I 
wrapped the infant in woolen blankets 
and was loaded into a sled to start for 
the preacher’s home twenty-four miles 
away. We traveled all day thru the snow 
and arrived late in the evening. When I 
unwrapped the child in the pastor’s home 
it was dead. I asked the pastor if the 
child was saved, even tho’ it had not been 
sprinkled. He said, ‘I can give you no 
hope,’ and later refused to preach the 
child’s funeral. This mother’s heart had 
been aching for these two years, think- 
ing her child was lost. We were glad to 
tell her that if she would prove true to 
the Lord, she could meet that child on 
the shores of shining deliverance. Surely 
we do not have to go to Africa to find 
heathens. 

This article teaches that baptism 
works forgiveness of sins, but the Bible 
says that without the shedding of blood 
there is no remission of sins. The article 
also teaches that baptism imparts to each 
one individually the salvation that Christ 
has purchased for all. It would be ivo 
bad to think that Jesus came from heav- 
en, bled and died on Calvary, and then 
an infant couldn’t even be saved without 
having water put on its head. I wish to 
state that there is absolutely no scripture 
in the Bible stating that baptism imparts 
a saving faith to a child, nor that a child 
will be lost because the parents have not 
substituted ceremonialism for real experi- 
ence spiritually. This refers to adults as 
well as infants. We cannot suppose that 
He who instituted the ordinance design- 
ed to be obscure in His direction for ad- 
ministering the ordinance. Then the ques- 
tion arises, Was there any word in use in 
our Savior’s time which would specify 
any particular action in the administra- 
tion of this ordinance? We answer, There 
was, and such a word was chosen by ur 
Lovd—one having an established and un- 
mistakeably definite and well under- 
stood signification.

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“ohe Antichrist or “he Beast 


HE question for many years has been 

and is still, “Who is the beast?” He 
is described in Rev. 13:18; 17:7-17; 6:1- 
11, and as “that man of sin” in 2 Thess. 
2:3. “Whose number is 666.” 

Rev. 17:9-11 tells us how to identify 
“this man of sin.” In the first place, we 
notice that it takes wisdom, and James 
1:5 says, “If any of you lack wisdom let 
him ask of God, that giveth to all men 
liberally, and upbraideth not, and it shall 
be given him.” 


Now when St. John saw the beast with 
seven heads and ten horns, and the wo- 
man riding that scarlet colored beast, 
he wondered with great admiration, Rev. 
17:3-6. In the sevenih verse the angel 
promises to tell John the mystery of the 
woman and of the beast that carrieth her. 
In the 8th verse the angel tells John that 
the beast that he saw “was” (past tense, 
before A. D. 95), at the time St. John 
got the Revelation on the Isle of Patmos. 
“And is not (not living at the time of the 
Revelation, or now); and shall ascend 
out of the bottomless pit (out of hell), 
and go into perdition” (lake of fire—-see 
Rev. 19:20), which is the eternal doom of 
the beast. 

Now back to Rev. 17:8, “And they that 
dwell on the earth shall wonder, whuse 
names are not written in the book of life 
from the foundation of the world, when 
they behold the beast that was, and is 
not, and yet is.” By this we see that he 
was before A. D. 95, and was not at the 
time of the Revelation, yet he was in 
the bottomless pit and still is there, and 
will be resurrected after the RAPTURE. 
Rev. 6:1-8. Rev. 13:3, “And I saw one of 
his heads as it were wounded to death 
(past tense); and his deadly wound was 
healed (future tense): and all the world 
wondered after the beast (future tense).” 

Rev. 17:9, “The seven heads are seven 
mountains.” These seven mountains rep- 
resent seven world governments. See 
Dan. 2:35, “The stone (Christ) * * * 
became a great mountain.” Likewise al- 
so these seven mountains represent seven 
world powers. Rev. 17:9, “On which the 
woman sitteth.” This woman represents 
wickedness, Rev. 17:4-7. Rev. 17:19, 
“And there are seven kings.” In other 
words, there are seven world govern- 
ments beginning with the Chaldean Em- 
pire, 606 B. C., King Nebuchadnezzar— 
the head of gold. See Dan. 2:36-38. 

The second world power—Media and 
Persia,—a consolidated kingdom, 536 B.C., 
inferior to the Chaldean Empire, hence 
the beast of the image which Nebuchad- 
nezzar saw was of silver. See Dan. 2:30- 
35 for description of image, in the form 
of a man. 


The third world power is the Empire 
of Alexander, 330 B. C. “Third kingdom 
of brass.” Dan. 2:39. 

The fourth world power is the Roman 
Empire, 43 B. C. Dan. 2:40-43, “Strong 
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as iron” This Roman Empire is the 
fourth world power but the sixth govern- 
ment, as Egypt and Syria were really 
the fourth and fifth governments, and 
Egypt reigned from 323 B. C. to 181 B.C. 
and Syria from 312 B. C. to 164 B.C. 
Now by these dates (Ancient History) 
you will see that Egypt and Syria were 
the fourth and fifth governments but 
they never had complete Old Testament 
world control but were kings of norih 
and south, which representation is se2n 
in Dan. 11:5-20. By this we see that it 
was really the sixth government, but 
fourth world power, Dan. 2: 40-43. 


Back to Revelation, Rev. 17:10, “And 
there are seven kings (seven kingdoms), 
five are fallen (1, Chaldean Empire; 2, 
Media-Persia; 3, Alexander’s Empire; 4, 
Egypt; 5, Syria. These five were fallen at 
the time of the Revelation, Rev. 17:10) 
and one is (this was the Roman Empire, 
strong as iron).” Dan. 2:40. But in the 
latter days of this kingdom the toes were 
part of iron and part of clay, but will 
not have complete control as they once 
had and they are not the seventh or the 
Antichrist kingdom as they are the sixth 
world government. 


Rev. 17:10, “And the other is not yet 
come (that is, the Antichrist or seventh 
government which was not yet come at 
the time of the Revelation, neither is yet 
come); and when he cometh, he must 
continue a short space.” Dan. 9:27, “And 
he shall confirm the covenant with many 
for one week (seven years).” “And his 
number is 666,” Rev. 13:18. Now the 
number six is a bad number. Figures 
represent something, and six represents, 
perhaps, Satan, Antichrist, and the false 
prophet. There are many names that will 
figure 666. Hundreds of commentators 
have suggested names because they fis- 
ured 666 from some alphabet—Greek or 
Hebrew or Latin. Some say the Pope 
will be the Antichrist because the name 
on his crown figures 666. Some say that 
Nero will be the Antichrist, others say 
Napoleon. Many others have been sus- 
gested, but they can’t all be right. There 
is one somewhere, however. We must 
search the other scriptures and these will 
identify him. 

First, he is “king of the north 
(Syria);” he is the eighth king of one of 
the seven heads; he was the one that was 
slain but will come to life; he is the one 
that took away the daily sacrifice, and 
will be repeated. See Dan. 11:31. This 
took place In 170 B. C. by Antiochus 
Epiphanes, the eighth king of Syria 
(king of the north). 

Now, really to identify who this “man 
of sin” is we will have to search the book 
of Daniel, and other helps such as An- 
cient History, Condensed Bible Encyclo- 
pedia, the books of the Maccabees, and 
the connection of the Old and New Testa- 
ments, 


“Four great beasts,” Dan. 7:3-7. These 


are four Old Tesiament world powers of 
that part of the world which was approx- 
imately 900 miles north and south, and 
fourteen miles east and west, however 
these four powers ruled a greater part 
which toox in the Old Testament world 
and surrounding territory, a distance vf 
29,000 miles east and west and _ 1,600 
miles north and south. The Roman Iim- 
pire being the fourth world power, Dan. 
7:7, the ten horns represented the ten Ro- 
man emperors, Dan. 7:24. Now we notice 
that the horns represent kings or eni- 
perors and in V. 8 a little horn came up 
among them (or at the time that the Ro- 
man power shall be partly strong and 
partly broken, not complete world power 
as the Antichrist government will have.) 


This little horn of Dan. 7:8 is what we 
want to follow up and see if we can iden- 
tify the beast. In Dan. 7:15-27 we get the 
interpretation of the four beasts and the 
horn that is to make war with the tribu- 
lation saints, Dan. 7:21. Here we notice 
the same little horn as in Dan. 7:8. In 
Dan. 8:3, 4 the ram with the two horns 
is the consolidated kingdom of Media- 
Persia, hence the ram with two horns is 
the second world power, 536 B. C. In Dan. 
8:5 this “he goat” from the west (from 
Greece) with the notable horn is Alexan- 
der the great king. In Dan. 8:6-7 this “he 
goat” made war with the ram with two 
horns (Media-Persia) and overcame it. In 
Dan. 8:8 Alexander’s Empire became 
thrice a world power, 330 B.C. “Now the 
great horn (Alexander) being broken, and 
for it came up four notable ones.” After 
Alexandeér’s death his kingdom was divid- 
cd among his generals—Ptolemy, Scieu- 
cus, Cassander, and Lysemachus. Now in 
Dan. 8:9, “And out of one of them (from 
one of these four Grecian generals) came 
forth a little horn,” that is, to make war 
with the tribulation saints and “take 
away the daily sacrifice.” This is during 
the seventh week spoken of in Dan. 9:27. 

In Dan. 8:20 we have the interpreta- 
tion of the ram with two horns—Media 
and Persia, consolidated kingdom. V. “1, 
“And the rough goat is the king of 
Grecia: and the great horn that is be- 
tween his eyes is the first king (Alexan- 
der).” V. 22, “Now that being breken 
(Alexander’s death), whereas four stood 
up for it (four generals took the king- 
dom), four kingdoms shall stand up out 
of the nation (in place of Alexander’s 
Empire, after his death).” The kingdom 
becomes four kingdoms divided among 
his four generals, V. 22. 


In verses 23-25 is the Antichrist’s reign 
on earth during the tribulation. You will 
notice in Dan. 8:25 that by peace and 
prosperity he shall deceive many. Te 
white horse of Rev. 6:2 represents peace 
by which he will deceive the people dur- 
ing the first three and one half years 
of the tribulation. Now in Dan. 11:1-3 we 


notice the war between Media and Persia 
and of Grecia. In Dan. 11:4 we notice the 
Grecian or Alexander’s Empire broken 
and divided, “And shall be divided in 
four winds of heaven,” and not to his 
posterity (not to his son as his son was 
not yet born, hence his kingdom was di- 
vided to his four generals). There four 
kingdoms or divisions finally became two 
kingdoms, the kingdom of the _ south 
(Egypt—323 B. C.) and the kingdom of 
the north (Syria—312 B. C.). These are 
the fourth and fifth governments, but 
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Egypt and Syria reigned at the same 
time, and both of these tried to gain 
world control but neither succeeded to 
obtain full control so was not considered 
among the four world powers, of which 
the Roman Empire was fourth world 
power, but really the sixth government 
as we see by the dates. The Romans be- 
came a world power in 43 B. C., and 
Egypt and Syria 323 B. C. and 312 B. C., 
so we see that the Roman Empire was 
the sixth government.

AN INSOLVENT WORLD 


HE Bank holiday startled the man in 
je street and like nothing else 
brought home to him the fact that the 
nations of the world are near bankruptcy.

Saskatchewan with 
total loans of eight million must dodge 
by re-issuance of bonds. Alberta with a 
total of two million and British Columbia 
three million are also in a critical condi- 
tion. The Canadian National Railway is 
costing 100 million a year and has not 
paid one penny’s profit since becoming 
state property.—By William Booth-Clib- 
born, in Latter Rain Evangel.

We tend to talk, to 
dress, to act, to think and consequently 
to behave like the group with which we 
associate. 

“On the other hand, folks with certain 
tastes and interests tend to group them- 
selves together automatically. Musicians 
seek musical groups; athletes seek athle- 
tic clubs and organizations. Boys gang 
as naturally as bees or sheep flock, and 
having ganged more or less spontaneous- 
ly, the law of association begins to work. 
Group opinions begin to form, group atti- 
tudes toward every conceivable thing be- 
gin to shape themselves without the group 
being conscious of it. Group opinions and 
group attitudes soon determine group ac- 
tions, and then you have results; for Bob, 
to a very surprising degree we are what 
we do. 

“The fellow who plays clean and fair 
is a good sport. The fellow who cheats 
and takes unfair advantage is a poor 
sport. The boy whose manner of acting 
is genteel and thoughtful of others is a

Js Father to Blame? 


GOOD MOTHERS 
ANY a famous man has been heard 
M to say, “I owe it all to my mother.” 
President Harding constantly kept iis 
mother’s face before him. A picture of ner 
hung on the wall of his bedroom and an- 
other occupied a conspicuous place on 
his desk in his executive offices. Good 
mothers have served as an_ inspiration 
from time immemorial, and are the 
stronghold upon which a nation builds. 
In the preceding chapter, evidence is 
submitted that mother’s influence is not 
what it used to be, generally speaking, 
and that just as she is capable of mak- 
ing her children, she is capable also of 
breaking them. In short, entire responsi- 
bility was placed upon her for the pres- 
ent laxity of standards among young peo- 
ple. If mother is to carry the whole bur- 
den of the training of the children, then 
she is entitled to all the praise when they 
turn out well, and to all the blame when 
they do not. 
FATHER, IN THE EQUATION 
But is this true? How about the other 
parent in the concern—father. Why does 
not he come in for a little praise or 
blame? Surely his responsibility does not 
end with the feeding and clothing of his 
family and attention to their material 
needs. In the defects of the body politic 
so deeply felt today and ascribed to re- 
laxation of discipline in the home, what 
part does father play? Is mother the only 
parent who grins and endures the grow- 
ing tendency of the young people toward 
freedom of speech and independence of 
action? What is father’s attitude? Is it 
that of giving the young people as much 
rope as they like, or does he blame the 
entire matter on mother? What does he 
say about mother’s interest outside the 
home and its influence on the children? 
Are men in general thinking along these 
lines? 





JUDICIAL OPINIONS 

A prominent judge of the New York 
Court of General Sessions, makes the fol- 
lowing statement, showing the opinion of 
a judicial mind on this subject: 

“The derogation of parental authority 
which is general and increasing,” he sav. 
“is a cancer on the body politic. I see the 
results of the wrong way of bringing tp 
children, every day. Youths under twenty- 
one are brought before me, who feel to- 


They begin by doing what they like at 
home, and defying their parents. At four- 
teen they tell their fathers that they are 
not going to school any more, and they 
do not go. 

“With some differences, the same es- 
sential things could be said of the girl. 
She, too, needs discipline and does not 
get it, at home or at school. The weakly, 
indulgent parent buys her the kind of 
clothes she demands in order to look like 
other girls, and the weakly, indulgent 
parent can not keep her from bad com- 
pany if he would. It is because the girl, 
no less than the boy, started early in !ife 
to give orders to her parents. 

“TI do not think that people generally 
realize this flowing tide of youthful de- 
pravity, and those who do, are despond- 
ent and even hopeless for means to stem 
it. But I believe that the means are at 
hand in the home. There old-fashioned 
ideas of mutual parental authority should 
be insisted upon; and where it is resist- 
ed, I see no better way to enforce it than 
by judicious corporal punishment.” 

A juvenile judge in New York City 
tells of the case of a ten-year old boy who 
was arrested on the charge of stealing a 
shotgun. The father of the boy was sent 
for and given a private hearing. He was 
a man of education and refinement, high- 
ly respected in the community. Natural- 
ly, he was appalled at what his son had 
done. “What made him do it? What made 
him do it?” he kept repeating. “I can not 
understand.” 

“Let me see if I can help you get at 
the bottom of the trouble.” said the judge. 
“Tell me something about the boy’s home 
life. How has he been brought up?” 

“Very differently from the way I was,” 
admitted the father. “I was kept under 
such strict restraint and discipline as a 
child, that I made up my mind if I ever 
had a son of my own, he should have 
everything I had not. My son has been 
encouraged by me to be independent, and 
I have not only given him his own ways, 
but almost everything he wanted.’ 

“T see,” observed the judge. “Natural- 
ly, your son thought there was nothing 
he could not have. Maybe later on, as his 
demands increased, he would have rob- 
bed a bank. If you do not teach a child 
self-control and self-denial, and consider- 
ation for the rights of others, what does 
he know about such things when he 
grows up? 

“Shocked to a realization of what he 
owed his own son, the man asked for an- 
other chance—not for his boy, but for 
himself. He got it, and they both made 
good. , 

FATHER AND THE DOLLAR 

“Yes, fathers are to blame, They are so 
busy chasing the dollar, that they are 
strangers to their own children. As a 
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rule, when a boy goes wrong, the father 
is the real culprit. So, when I have a boy 
case, I always call for the father at once.” 

In reality many fathers are themselves 
problems in their own homes, because of 
esay-going habits they have formed in the 
training of their children. It would be 
well for fathers to take an inventory oc- 
casionally, and to consider the part they 
are having in moulding the character of 
their sons and daughters. 

The more I ponder over the many 
things that may contribute to making 
home either heaven or hell on earth, the 
more I am inclined to think that most 
of father’s problems in the home can be 
worked out and his happiness secured, if 
he and mother have a mutual agreement 
to carry the load of responsibility and 
privilege together; and, of course, God 
must be there, and religion must be in 
the foundation. But fathers must give 
more attention to the life and plans of 
their children. We are appalled as we 
think of their neglect. They have devot- 
ed to business and to clubs of various 
kinds, ten times as much time and 
thought as they have devoted to their 
wives and children. It is surprisingly 
easy for them to turn over to the wife 
all that part of the home that belongs 
to the children. Fathers have an oblign- 
tion that must be assumed. They must 
share with the wife and mother, the re- 
sponsibility of making the home. They 
must come to the place where they want 
to create a real home as much as they 
want to create a real business; for a na- 
tion without homes is a nation withoui 
a future. 

Parental neglect is the main cause if 
delinquency, just as it is of the general 
falling off in standards among the young 
people today. 

LIKE PLASTIC CLAY 

“Children come to us plastic clay, to 
mould as we will. In our hands rests tne 
shaping and forming of their character, 
which must be done before the clay hard- 
ens. If we do not instill in them the rigit 
ideals in their early impressionable years, 
it will be useless later on to attempt it.” 

Lax fathers make lax children. If we 
do not bring the child up with proper 
respect for parents and law and order, or 
for constituted authority, what can re 
expect? Parental weakness, overindulg- 
ence, and relaxation of discipline in the 
home, can’t be too strongly condemn2d. 
Parental neglect is a sin against the 
child. Men and women assume the -‘e- 
sponsibility of bringing boys and girls in- 
to the world, then oftentimes just let 
them grow, withholding from them ‘he 
love and wise direction they should have 
to become acquainted with this world and 
to learn how to live in it. 

MORALS AND MANNERS 

Distinction should be drawn between 
morals and manners. Society adopts cer- 
tain standards of manners, and judges 
character thereby. Standards of conduct 
are the most unstable of all human stand- 
ards. They vary not only with the times, 
but according to all sorts of extraneous 
influences. World events change’ them, 
and your local influences modify them.

WHEN DAYS ARE DARK 


HERE are a great many days at sea 
TT when it is impossible by observation 
to determine the position of the ship on 
the great circle along which she is travel- 
ing—days of fog and cloud, or of wind 
and rain. The charts are useless unless 
the position of the ship can be deter- 
mined; they are like books written in cn 
untranslatable language unless the sky 
interprets them.

In like manner, the life of man is a 
pathless waste without the light of heav- 
en. If the great dome of blue, with its 
innumerable fires, were quenched in 
daraness, the earth would become on the 
instant uninhabitable—a black andicy ba'] 
in a night without stars or the hope of 
dawn. The curtain of eternal night would 
drop on the tragedy of an unlighted and 
unwarned world. As the earth depends 
for its life moment by moment on 
the light and heat of the sun, so does 
the soul of man depend on the love and 
guidance of God. In every generation 
there are earnest men and women who 
strive to live an unlighted and unsunned 
life—try in all sincerity and often with a 
noble rectitude. But society could not live 
for a single decade without despair and 
the desire to destroy itself. The chill of 
elemental night would paralyze the mo- 
tivity and blight the joy of the race. 
Those who are striving to live without 
this light are nevertheless warmed and 
guided by it; even while they deny its 
existence, they live in an atmosphere suf- 
fused with it, on a soil warmed and made 
fruitful by it, in a society which has 
been, in its nobler ideals, formed by it. 
As the sky has passed into the earth in 
a thousand fruitful years, enriched the 
soil and covered it with verdure, so the 
life of God has passed into the life of 
man and shaped it to the higher uses and 
fertilized it with the germs of spiritual 
vitality and power. 
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There are days, however, in the experi- 
ence of everyone when no sun shines and 
no light falls upon his path; the heavens 
are wrapped in a cloud, and the earth 
seems to be pursuing a solitary course 
through a wide and unsunned waste. 
There are days when one lives by blind 
faith; when sight fails for lack of light, 


physical conditions, but while they™r1as 
they seem to be part of the permanent 
order of things. 

In such times one must learn to live 
without the aid of vision or the wide, 
clear outlook; one must learn to go on 
his course as resolutely and courageous- 
ly as if all the stars were shining upon 
him. When one has seen a great view 
from the summit of a mountain,’he does 
not question the existence of the land- 
scape because, after he has descended in- 
to the valley, he no longer sees it. How- 
ever circumscribed the world may be 
which foids him in, he knows that he has 
only to climb the mountain to see a great 
world. That world does not change; it is 
his position that changes, In like man- 
ner, when a man has seen a great truth 
or passed through a great experience, he 
has had a final and conclusive demon- 
stration; he does not need, and he ought 
not to ask for, daily confirmations. If the 
beautiful vision passes and the great re- 
conciling outlook vanishes, let him seek 
for the fading of the light and the pass- 
ing of the splendor in his own condi- 
tions; but let him doubt neither the light 
nor the splendor. It is appointed to all 
men to suffer the reaction of great ex- 
periences; for a man’s spirit in its pres- 
ent estate cannot bear the strain of con- 
tinued exaltation. It is significant that 
the prophets have often been men with 
their greatest temptations which the 
great disclosures of truth or character 
were still about them. A man is never 
in greater danger than when he returns 
abruptly to earth from the gate of heav- 
en. The change is so immense that the 
spirit often faints under it. 

It must be remembered, moreover, that 
the most important work of life is not 
the discovery of truth, but the absorp-

Under this specious color and pretense I 
secretly persuade myself to dwell a little 
longer upon it, and finding my heart 
pleased and delighted with its natural 
issue, I give it a little further indulg- 
ence, till at last my ‘desires break out in- 
ta a flame, and will be satisfied with 
nothing less than the enjoyment of the 
WHAT ABOUT THAT THO'T object it is exercised upon.” 

THING seems to be of less conse 

quence than a _ thought—so silent, 
swift, subtle, is it, and yet in that lightn- 
ing flash of the brain, in that throb of 
the heart, in that fiat of the will, in that 
airy nothing, all the vast things of man’s 
history, its grandeur and its grief, have 
their birth. The heart is the gateway of 
strange worlds, and through it are ever 
gliding thoughts, fraught with infinite 
consequences to the individual and to the 
face. So remarks Watkinson. 

The character moulding effect which 
thoughts produce on a life ought not be 
overlooked. An old adage has it thus: 
“Sow a thought and you reap an action, 
sow an action and you reap a character, 
sow a character and you reap a destiny.” 
Character is produced as a result of 
thoughts. This fact no doubt accounts for 
the recording of that positive command 


The great trouble with many of us is 
that we do as has been said, “tarry too 
long in the painting shop of the devil.” 
We allow him to engrain our souls with 
all manner of evil thoughts. These evil 
thoughts in the heart are like internal 
diseases in the body, very dangerous and 
extremely difficult to cure. Very subtle 
in getting a lodging, but most stubborn 
in maintaining their hold. At first they 
appear of little consequence, but like 
ieaven, thcir corruption spreads. until 
they dec:de our character and destiny. 


For the benefit of those who feel that 
they can cherish evil thoughts and still 
retain a right relationship with God, sve 
might quote Prov. 24:9, “The thought of 
foolishness is sin.” The indulgence of an 
evil thought is just as much of an of- 
fence against God as it would be against 
our neighbor to strixe him. We read al- 


in Philippians 4:8, “Finally, brethren, so in the Sermon on the Mount that the 
whatsoever things are _ true, what- law of the Gospel reaches expressly to 
soever things are honest, whatsoever the very thoughts and intents of the 
things are just, whatsoever things are heart, for Jesus said that to hate and 


lust is equal to committing the act. God, 
through the Prophet, claims a right to 
search and know our thoughts. Ezekiel 
11:5, “For J] know the things that come 
into your mind, every one of them.” And 
in Hebrews we are told that His Word 
is a discerner of the thoughts and in- 
tents cf the heart. 


pure, whatsoever things are lovely, what- 
soever things are of good report; if there 
be any virtue, and if there be any praise, 
think on these things.” What wholesome 
food for thought! Things true—honest - - 
just—pure—lovely—of good repori—vir- 
tue—praise. These would assis. wonder- 
fully in the character building of any per- 
son. 

This great truth is all too well known 
by the enemy of the human race. One of 
his many subtle devices is to play upon 
the mind of an individual with evil 
thoughts, which are the beginning and 
source of all iniquities. A testimony of

MAKE EVERY HOME A 
SEMINARY 


By WM. M. CARLE 

LL the religious journals bewail the 

woeful lack of Bible knowledge, and 
much ink has been spilt telling how to 
train Sunday School teachers for their 
work and urging the erection of cosily 
educational plants. Our Board of Chris- 
tian Education is prodded and freely ad- 
vised, and the board prods all the rest of 
us, while, if I mistake not, the ignorance 
increases. 

The solution here proposed is so inex- 
pensive, so lacking in highbrowism, so 
very simple that it may evoke only a 
smile, but I believe it is God’s ideal and 
never fails to work, viz.: make every 
home a seminary of Biblical teaching. In 
other words, let every Christian father 
read a portion of God’s Word every day 
in the hearing of his children, encourage 
them to ask questions, and answer as 
best he can. If a hymn is sung and a 
prayer is offered so much the better. 

Some fathers think they can’t pray in 
the presence of their families; they can 
do this—kneel together and _reverently 
repeat the Lord’s prayer. But even omit- 
ting prayer a glimpse of God can be got- 
ten as he reveals himself in his Word if 
we will only take time to put our eye 
to the telescope. 

Of the two which is more important, 
prayer, or reading the Bible? Most of us 
will say, prayer. But put it this way: 
Which is more important, that a child 
talk to his father, or that he listen to 
what his father says to him? The answer 
is evident. Do we realize when we open 
the Bible that now we are to “hear what 
God the Lord shall speak’? 

On a recent Sabbath I worshipped with 
a Lutheran congregation, and I was de- 
lighted to see when the minister “opened 
the book all the people stood up” and re- 
mained standing through the reading. 
Christian father, do you dare leave your 
children in ignorance of this book or 
trust their instruction to twenty minutes 
a week in the Sunday School? Granting 
that you can’t pray, you can read a por- 
tion of the Bible every day in their hear- 
ing and by your demeanor show your 
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reverence for it. 

When wife and I married we decided 
after careful debate to read the Bible ev- 
ery morning and evening enough to take 
us through in a year. Thirty-three times 
now the seventh day of A‘pril has seen 
us begin at Genesis. And my conviction 
is that if by closing every Sunday School 
every Christian home would begin this 
practice it would be wise to close them. 
Let me give proof of that. 

About 20 years ago I was reading H. 
L. Hastings’ little book about Timothy 
who was instructed in the Scriptures. 
The book gives a list of Bible questions 
put by a college professor to his class of 
freshmen. Not one answered all, some 
failed on almost all. I said to my wife, 
‘I believe our two girls can beat fhat,’ 
and I called the oldest, 11, to come into 
the house. I read the questions. She an- 
swered everyone. Then I called the ten- 
year-old. She answered all but six. Have 
not I good grounds for my conviction of 
the value of reading the Bible in the 
home? 

In my last year at Princeton seminary 
I drew sharp criticism by saying in a 
classwork sermon, “It may be questioned 
if the Sunday School, valuable as it is, 
is not displacing an institution far more 
valuable—the daily worship in the 
home.” There is no longer any question 
about it in my mind. 

When I was a boy almost every Chris- 
tian family in our neighborhood had 
family worship. The first nurse I called 
after my marriage said she had nursed 
in two such families. Recently I asked 
another nurse and she said, “none.” As 
a consequence ask almost any Bible stu- 
dent today, “Who was the first king of 
Israel,” and he will answer, “Saul.” “Who 
succeeded Saul’? “David.” Both answers 
are wrong. These are only samples. 

Someone asks, “What method do you 
follow to read the Bible through every 
year?” Merely count the pages and divide 
by 365. Nothing complex about that, is 
there? At the end of each month I note 
if I am going fast enough. Most Bibles 
require about 100 pages to be read a 
month. I usually get through too soon 
and re-read some book like Job which 
especially aroused my interest, or perhaps 
read The Revelation twice. 

“Of course you skip those horrid gen- 
ealogies?” No, I don’t. If “all Scripture 
is profitable for instruction, reproof and 
correction” and I want that sort of profit, 
why should I skip? I confess I don’t see 
the profit, but I take God’s promise and 
dig through. At least it has the value of 
discipline. 

Perhaps you are thinking of beginning. 
If so and you think you can’t take time 
enough to get through in a year, then 
set another goal, two years or longer. 
Only come to a decision and have this a 
regular part of the day’s work. 

When is the best time? That depends 
on the family life. I know a family who 
read a portion while sitting around the 
dinner table; another the supper table. 
My father chose just before breakfast. I 
prefer just after breakfast and also be-

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THE MISSIONARY TO THE 
LEPERS 


LMOST seventy-five years ago, there 

was a little girl] born in Lowell, Ohio. 
Her name was Mary Reed. She lived hap- 
pily for many years with her father and 
mother, and her four sisters and broth- 
ers. 

When Mary was sixteen years old, she 
accepted Jesus Christ as her Savior. Af- 
ter she became a Christian, she felt that 
she should go and tell others about Jesus. 
For a time she taught school, but she did 
not like it. She wanted to go to far off 
India to tell the people there about the 
Savior, Jesus Christ. So Mary finally 
sailed for the city of Cawnpore in India. 
She stayed in Cawnpore for several 
years. 

However, in 1890, Mary Reed became 
sick and had to come back to America to 
regain her health and strength again. 
While she was in Cincinnati, Ohio, she 
noticed a strange spot on one cheek, and 
another on the forefinger of her right 
hand. She went to a doctor and asked 
him what these spots were. 

The doctor looked just once, and then 
he knew what the spots were. He was a 
kind man, so he did not like to tell Miss 
Reed, but he knew he must; so finally h« 
said, “Miss Reed, I am sorry to tell you, 
but you have leprosy.” 

Miss Reed hardly knew what to think. 
She knew that leprosy is the most ter- 
rible disease that men know about, and 
that it is almost incurable. She was brave 
about it, and said to herself, “I have this 
sickness because God knows it is best, 
and I will do just what He wants me to 
do.” So Mary thought and prayed a great 
deal about her trouble. God answered her 
prayers, and showed her that she should 
go to a country where a great many peo- 
ple have leprosy, and tell them about 
Jesus Christ, of whom they had never 
heard. That country, to which Mary Reed 
was to go, was India. 

Miss Reed did just exactly what God 
wanted her to do. She left her home and 
her friends in America, and went back 
to India. She went to the city of Chan- 
dag and became the superintendent of the 
asylum for lepers. 

Because the people at the asylum were 
lepers, Miss Reed at first had a hard 
time to get any people to help her in her 
work, but in all her trouble, Miss Reed 
did not forget to ask God for His help. 
God answered her prayers, so that in 
1895 there were five other people helping 
her. The next year God sent five more 
workers to her, so she had ten people to 
help take care of the lepers. Besides the 
fine hospital, Miss Reed had many Sun- 
days Schools, and grade schools, where 
the boys and girls learned to read and 
write. 

There were some sad and trying times 


in her asylum, but there were many hap- 
py times, too. The time of most happi- 
ness for the people in the asylum was z1- 
ways Christmas. Miss Reed always kept 
Christmas as a surprise. The night be- 
fore Christmas she put the presents— 
dolls for the little girls, bright scrap- 
books for the boys, Bibles for those who 
had learned to read, and, of course, many 
sweets and goodies for everyone, on a big 
evergreen tree. On Christmas morning 
after the chapel service, the gifts were 
passed out. The people were very gratec- 
ful for the presents, but there was much 
more rejoicing when some one received 
as his own Savior the best Gift of all, 
Jesus Christ. 

All these years Miss Reed has worked 
happily on. The most wonderful fact 
about Mary Reed is that the Lord has 
made her well from that terrible disease 
of leprosy. She has seen many fathers, 
mothers, and children give their hearts to 
the Lord.—The Pilot.

THE AVENUE OF SALVATION 


Text: “For whosoever shall call upon 
the name of the Lord shall be saved. How 
then shall they call on Him in whom 
they have not believed? and how shall 
they believe in Him of whom they have 
not heard? and how shall they hear with- 
out a preacher? and how shall _ they 
preach except they be sent.”—Rom. 10: 
13-15. 
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Introduction: There is first in this 
text the positive statement that those 
who call on the name of the Lord shall 
be saved. But this statement is follow- 
ed by four queries. Before people call on 
the Lord they must believe, before they 
believe they must hear, in order to hear 
some one must preach to them, and in 
order to preach they must be sent. We 
will consider these steps in the reverse 
order from that in which they are given. 
The text reasons back from effect to 
cause. We will consider the subject from 
the cause to the effect. 


First, some one must be sent if the 
Gospel is to be preached. Primarily God 
is the sender of preachers. But He has 
admitted us to a share, as He did the dis- 
ciples, by asking us to pray Him that 
He will send forth laborers into His har- 
vest. Then, too, there is the furnishing of 
the money in order that the sent ones 
may have means wherewith to go where 
they are sent. 

Second, some one must preach if the 
heathen are to hear the Gospel. As we 
read in verse 17 of this same _ chapter, 
“Faith cometh by hearing, and hearing 
by the Word of God.” Therefore, the 
heathen must hear the Gospel if they are 
to believe and be saved. A preacher is 
more than a mere talker or entertainer. 
He must set forth the way of salvation. 
This is done just before the text in the 
same chapter, “If thou shalt confess with 
thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt ve 
lieve in thine heart that God hath raised 
Him from the dead, thou shalt be saved. 
For with the heart man believeth unto 
righteousness; and with the mouth con- 
fession is made unto salvation.” The sin- 
ner must acknowledge his need and ac- 
ceptance of the Lord Jesus Christ as His 
substitute in punishment for his sin, and 
believe that God raised Him from the 
dead, for the raising from the dead is 
the assurance that the sacrifice was suf- 
ficient, and also indicates the power of 
resurrection necessary to raise us from 
dead works to serve the living God. 

Third, the hearer must believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ if he is to be saved. 
He must believe that the message is 
true, that it applies to himself. He must 
acknowledge that he is a sinner for whom 
Christ died. He must confess and forsake 
his sins. Simply believing the story of 
Calvary may seem a very simple way of 
being saved, but it is the way that has 
worked in the past, and it will continue 
to work. In fact, no other means of salva- 
tion has ever worked. 

Fourth the believer must call on the 
name of the Lord in order to be saved 
after he has believed, for the positive 
statement is that whosoever will call on 
the name of the Lord shall be saved. It 
appears that a silent belief is not a work- 
ing belief. It must find expression in 
order to produce results. A belief that 
does not produce action in accord with 
it is a dead belief. The consistent action 
in connection with believing on the Lord 
Jesus Christ is calling upon Him for 
salvation. Belief has not come to its frui-

THOUGHTS FOR THE LEADER 

Many children of God are so deeply ex- 
ercised on the matter of guidance that it 
may be helpful to give a few suggestions 
as to knowing the way in which our Fa- 
ther would have us walk, and the work 
He would have us do. The importance of 
the subject cannot be exaggerated; so 
much of our power and peace consist in 
knowing where God would have us be, 
and in being just there. 

The manna only falls where the cloudy 
pillar broods; but it is certain to be 
found on the sands, which a few hours 
ago were glistening in the flashing light 
of the heavenly fire, and are now shadow- 
ed by the fleecy canopy of cloud. If we 
are precisely where our heavenly Father 
would have us to be, we are perfectly 
sure that He will provide food and rai- 
ment, and everything beside. When de 
sends His servants to Cherith, He will 
make even the ravens to bring them food. 

How much of our Christian work has 
been failing, because we have persisted in 
initiating it for ourselves instead of 4s- 
certaining what God was doing, and 
where He required our presence. We 
dream bright dreams of success. We try 
and command it. We call to our aid all 
kinds of expedients, questionable or other- 
wise. And at last we turn back, disheart- 
ened and ashamed, like children who are 
torn and scratched by the brambles, and 
soiled by the quagmire. None of this had 
come about, if we had been, from the 
first, under God’s unerring guidance. ‘ie 
might test us, but He could not allow us 
to mistake. 

Naturally, the child of God, longing to 
know his Father’s will, turns to the saer- 
ed Book, and refreshes his confidence by 
noticing how in all ages God has guided 
those who dared to trust Him up to the 
very hilt; but who, at the time, must 
have been as perplexed as we are oft2n 
now. We know how Abraham left kindred 
and country, and started, with no other 
guide than God, across the trackless des- 
ert, to a land which he knew not. We 
know how Joshua, in entering the Land 
of Promise, was able to cope with the dif- 
ficulties of an unknown region, and to 
overcome great and warlike nations, be- 
cause he looked to the Captain of the 
Lord’s Host, who ever leads to victory. 
We know how, in the early Church, the 
Apostles were enabled to thread  th:2ir 
way through the most difficult questions, 
and to solve the most perplexing prob- 
lems: laying down principles which 
guide the Church to the end of time; and

this because it was revealed to them as 

to what they should do and say, by the 

Holy Spirit. 

THE PROMISES FOR GUIDANCE ARE 
UNMISTAKABLE 

Ps. 32:8. “I will instruct thee and 
teach thee in the way which thou shalt 
go.” This is God’s distinct assurance to 
those whose transgressions are forgiven, 
and whose sins are covered, and who 2re 
more quick to notice the least symptom 
of His will, than horse or mule to feel 
the bit. 

Prov. 3:6, “In all thy ways acknowl- 
edge Him, and He shall direct (or make 
plain) thy paths.” A sure word, on which 
we may rest; if only we fulfill the pre- 
vious conditions, of trusting with all our 
heart, and of not leaning to our own 
understanding. 

Isa. 58:11, “The Lord shall guide thee 
continually.” It is impossible to think 
that He could guide us at all, if He did 
not guide us always. For the greatest 
events of life, like the huge rocking- 
stones in the west of England, revolve 
on the smallest points. A pebble may al- 
ter the flow of a stream. Thus we are 
bidden to look for a Guidance which shall 
embrace the whole of life in all its my- 
riad necessities. 

John 8:12, “I am the light of the 
world; he that followeth me_ shall ot 
walk in darkness, but shall have the light 
of life.” The reference here seems to be 
to the wilderness wanderings; and the 
Master promises to be to all faithful 
souls, in their pilgrimage to the City of 
God, all that the cloudy pillar was to 
the children of Israel on their march to 
the Land of Promise. 

A FATHER’S CARE 

It may seem to some tried and timid 
hearts, as if every one mentioned in the 
Word of God was helped, but they are 
left without help. They seem to have 
stood before perplexing problems, face to 
face with life’s mysteries, eagerly long- 
ing to know what to do—but no angel has 
come to tell them, and no iron gate has 
opened to them in the prison-house of cir- 
cumstances. 

Some lay the blame on their own stu- 
pidity. Their minds are blunt and dull. 
They cannot catch God’s meaning, which 
would be clear to others. They are so 
nervous of doing wrong, that they cannot 
learn clearly what is right. “Who is blind, 
but my servant? or deaf, as my messen- 
ger that I sent? Who is blind as he that 
is perfect, and blind as the Lord’s ser- 
vant?” Yet, how do we treat our chil- 
dren? One child is so bright-witted and 
so keen that a little hint is enough to in- 
dicate the way; another was born dull; 
it cannot take in your meaning quickly. 
Do you only let the clever one know what 
you want? Will you not take the oth2r 
one upon your knee and make clear to 
it the directions which baffle it? Does 
not the distress of the tiny nursling, who 
longs to know that it may immediateiy 
obey, weave an almost stronger bond 
than that which binds you to the rest? 
O weary, perplexed, and stupid children, 
believe in the great love of God, and cast 
yourselves upon it, sure that He will 
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come down to your ignorance, and suit 
Himself to your needs, and will take “the 
lambs in His arms, and carry them in 
his bosom, and gently lead those that are 
with young.” 

There are certain practical directions 
which we must attend to in order that 
we may be led into the mind of the Lord. 

OUR MOTIVE MUST BE PURE 

“When thine eye is single, thy whole 
body also is full of light” (Luke 11:34). 
You have been much in darkness lately; 
and perhaps this passage will point the 
reason. Your eye has not been single. 
There has been some obliquity of vision. 
A spiritual squint. And this has hinder- 
ed you from discerning -indications uf 
God’s will, which otherwise had been as 
clear as noonday. 

We must be very careful in judging 
our motives: searching them as the de- 
tectives at the doors of the House of Com- 
mons search each stranger who enters. 

So long as there is some thought of 
personal advantage, some idea of acquir- 
ing the praise and commendation of men, 
some aim at self-exaltation, it will be 
simply impossible to find, out God’s pur- 
pose concerning us. The’door must he 
resolutely shut against all this, if we 
would hear the still small voice. 

Ask the Holy Spirit to give you the 
single eye, and to inspire in your heart 
one aim alone; that which animated our 
Lord, and enabled Him to cry, as He re- 
viewed His life, “I have glorified thee on 
the earth.” Let this be the watchword of 
our lives, “Glory to God in the highest.” 
Then our “whole body shall be full of 
light, having no part dark, as when the 
bright shining of a candle doth give 
light.” 

WE MUST SEEK INFORMATION FOR 
OUR MIND 

It is of the greatest importance th:t 
we should feed our minds with facts; 
with reliable information; with the re 
sults of human experience; and above all 
with the teachings of the Word of God. 
It is matter for the utmost admiratien 
to notice how full the Bible is of biog«a- 
phy and history: so that there is hardly 
a single crisis in our lives that may not 
be matched from these wondrous pag72s. 
There is no book like the Bible for cast- 
ing a light on the dark landings of hu- 
man life. 

We have no need or right to run hither 
and thither to ask our friends what we 
ought to do; but there is no harm in our 
taking pains to gather all reliable infor- 
mation, on which the flame of holy 
thought, and consecrated purpose, may 
feed, and grow strong. It is for us ulti- 
mately to decide as God shall teach us; 
but His voice may come to us through 
the voice of sanctified common-sense, act- 
ing on the materials we have collected 
Of course, at times God may bid us act 
against our reason; but these are very 
exceptional: and then our duty. will be 
so clear that there can be no mistake. 
But for the most part, God will speak in 
the results of deliberate consideration, 
weighing and balancing pros and cons. 

When Peter was shut up in _ prison, 
and could not possibly extricate himseif, 
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an angel was sent to do for him what he 
could not do for kamself; but when they 
had passed through a street or two of the 
city, the angel left him to consider the 
matter for himself. Thus God treats us 
still. He will dictate a miraculous course 
by miraculous methods. But when the or- 
dinary light of reason is adequate to the 
task, He will leave us to act as Occasion 
may serve. 

OUR WILL MUST BE SURRENDERED 


“My judgment is just; because I seek 
not mine own will, but the will of the Fa- 
ther which hath sent me” (John 5:30). 
This was the secret, which Jesus not only 
practiced, but taught. In one form or an- 
other He was constantly insisting on a 
surrendered will as the key to perfect 
knowledge, “If any man will do His will, 
he shall know.” 

There is all the difference between a 
will which is extinguished and one which 
is surrendered. God does not demand that 
our wills should be withered up like the 
sinews of a fakir’s unused arm. He only 
asks that they should say “yes” to Him; 
pliant to Him, as the willow twig to che 
practised hand. : 

There is a secret controversy between 
our will and God’s. And we shall never 
be right till we have let Him take, and 
break, and make. Oh, do seek for that! 
Never rest till that attitude be yours. 
Hand yourself over to Him to work in 
you to will and to do of His own good 
pleasure. We must be as plastic clay, 
ready to take any shape that the great 
Potter may choose: so shall we be able 


to detect His guidance. ~ 
WE MUST BE MUCH IN PRAYER FOR 
GUIDANCE 


The Psalms are full of earnest plead- 
ings for clear direction: “Teach me Thy 
way, O Lord; lead me in a plain path, 
because of mine enemies.” It is the law 
of our Father’s house, that H's children 
shall ask for what they want. “If any of 
you lack wisdom, let him ask of God, 
who giveth to all men liberally, and up- 
braideth not.” 

In a time of change and crisis, we need 
to be much in prayer, not only on our 
knees, but in that sweet form of inward 
prayer, in which the spirit is constantly 
offering itself up to God, asking to be 
shown His will; soliciting that it may 
be impressed upon its surface, as the 
heavenly bodies photograph themselves 
on prepared paper. Wrapt in prayer like 
this, the trustful believer may tread the 
deck of the ocean steamer night after 
night, sure that He who points the stars 
their courses will not fail to direct the 
soul which has no other aim than to do 
His will. 

One good form of prayer at such a junc- 
ture is to ask that doors may be shut, 
that the way may be closed, and that all 
enterprises which are not according to 
God’s will may be arrested at, their very 
beginning. Put the matter absolutely in- 
to God’s hands from the outset, and ¢le 
will not fail to shatter the project; and 
defeat the aim, which is not according 
to His holy will. 
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WE MUST WAIT THE GRADUAL UN- 
FOLDING OF GOD’S PLAN IN 
PROVIDENCE 
God’s impressions within, and His word 
without, are always corroborated by His 
providence around; and we should quict- 
ly wait until these three focus into one 

point. 

Sometimes it looks as if we are bound 
to act. Every one says we must do some- 
thing; and indeed things seem to have 
reached so desperate a pitch that ve 
must. Behind are the Egyptians; rig‘) 
and left are inaccessible precipies; be- 
fore is the sea. It is not easy at such 
times to stand still and see the salvation 
of God; but we must. When Saul com- 
pelled himself, and offered sacrifice, be- 
cause he thought that Samuel was too 
late in coming, he made one of the great- 
est mistakes of his life. 

God may delay to come in the guise 
of His providence. There was delay ere 
Sennacherib’s host lay like withered 
leaves around the Holy City. There was 
delay ere Jesus came walking on the sea 
in the early dawn, or hastened to raise 
Lazarus. There was delay ere the angel 
sped to Peter’s side on the night before 
his expected martyrdom. He stays long 
enough to test patience of faith, but not 
a moment behind the extreme hour of 
need. “The vision is yet for an appointed 
time, but at the end it shall speak, and 
shall not lie; though it tarry, wait for it: 
because it will surely come; it will not 
tarry.”—Arranged from “Christian Liv- 
ing.” 


Revival Hindrances 


Lesson Text: Psa. 85:6, “Wilt thou not 
revive us again; that thy people may re- 
joice in thee?”—Heb. 3:2, “O Lord, re- 
vive thy work in the midst of the years, 
in the midst of the years make known; 
in wrath remember mercy!” 

THOUGHTS FOR THE LEADER 

We are sure that no other subject is 
more important at this time when ail 
churches are anxious to have a good re- 
vival and see hundreds of souls saved 
in their community. We are sure nothing 
is needed more than an ingathering of 
souls. Then it is also important for us 
to look into our midst and see if all hin- 
drances are removed. As these thoughts 
are presented, let our examination begin 
at home. Let us turn our eyes inward 
and take an inventory of our own lives. 
Let us get self fixed up and then we can 
pray other hindrances out of the way. So 
often we examine everybody else first. 
“Let him that is without sin cast the 
first stone.” 

FOLLOWING YOUR LEADER 


“Now I beseech you, brethren, mark 
them which cause divisions and offences 
* * * and avoid them.” Rom. 16:17. 

In some churches we find an individ- 
ual here and one there who has a differ- 
ent opinion than the pastor. They are not 
in harmony with his plans and off they 
go to bring about discord in the church 
and they soon have a little bunch off 
somewhere working and praying against 
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the pastor. If God sends you a pastor, 
do your best to follow him. Unity is the 
only hope of success in revival work. How 
can the pastor and a part of the church 
pull the load over the top for Jesus if 
some are pulling back on the load. It is 
rowing against the tide to go God’s way 
but if all are pulling the same way in 
God’s strength soon a great revival will 
break through and souls will flock home 
to God. Young people, never allow your- 
selves to work against your pastor un- 
less he is terriby wrong. Help him. Boost 
him. Encourage him. He needs it to help 
him over the hard places. Let him know 
you are praying for him and standing 
by him. If he doesn’t do everything to 
suit you pray for him and see him im- 
prove. Love your pastor’s family. See 
that their needs are supplied. Unity and 
love must prevail in order to have a good 
revival. 
PRAYER FOR OPPOSITES 

The Holy Spirit will not help each of 
two parties, praying for opposites, to of- 
fer the prayer of faith. To illustrate: He 
did not, during the war over slavery, as- 
sist both the North and South to offer 
the prayer of faith, the one for the over- 
throw of slavery and the other for its 
maintenance. Nor, say in praying for a 
revival, if in the church there are fac- 
tions opposed to each other, will He help 
each to offer the prayer of faith. If ne 
has the Spirit of Christ, the Holy Spirit 
will help that faction. If neither has the 
Spirit of Christ the Holy Spirit will help 
neither. If there is a difference, as to 
means or methods, the Holy Spirit will 
help that party to prevail that follows 
the teachings of the Word, and is led by 
the Spirit.—Sel. 

PREJUDICE 

Prejudice means prejudging. Many peo- 
ple are prejudiced and are not aware of 
it. Ask God to turn the searchlight on 
you and let you see if any of this exists 
in your heart. 

You may be prejudiced against the 
speaker. You have heard or read some- 
thing, and gotten an impression that will 
make it hard for him to help you. You 
may be prejudiced against the singer, or 
against the song books used; you may be 
prejudiced against the method of altar 
work, or carrying on the meeting. You 
hear some one pray or speak, against 
whom you are prejudiced, and immediate- 
ly you cease to fellowship and cooperate, 
hence you bring about a jar, a coldness, 
and instead of being a blessing and help 
yourself, you are a hindrance in the 
meeting. Is there any wonder that it is 
sometimes days or even weeks before the 
“break” comes? It was when the dis- 
ciples were of “one accord” that the Holy 
Ghost fell upon them. Christians can 
hasten or hinder the outpouring of the 
Spirit! 

Perjudice is like the flaw in a window- 
pane; a ray of sunlight may travel 97,- 
000,000 miles in a straight direction, but 
when it reaches that little flaw it is di- 
verted and falls obliquely upon the floor. 
In like manner, the truth of God may 
have traveled from the eternal throne of 
God and passed down through the preach-

er’s mind and heart; but when it reach- 
es a prejudiced mind it is diverted. It is 
an awful thing to have a biased or pre- 
judiced mind! You cannot afford to hin- 
der yourself or others! Better for you 
had you been born a heathen than to be 
held responsible for hindering others! 
JEALOUSY 

“Humble yourselves under the mighty 
hand of God and He will lift you up.”— 
1 Pet. 5:6. 

Oh, what havoc jealousy can play in 
our midst. This is one of the most dan- 
gerous of sins and is a hindrance to a re- 
vival. Let us illustrate: Susie Smith has 
a wonderful talent for singing and work- 
ing around the altar and Nellie Jones is 
not so fortunate. God has not bestowed 
upon her a talent for public service. The 
old enemy comes along and whispers in- 
to the ear of Nellie Jones, “Watch them 
push Susie Smith forward. They never 
ask you to do anything.” A spirit of jeal- 
ousy arises and that sweet unity is dis- 
turbed and the revival is hindered. If you 
are planning to start a revival in your 
church, let each individual pray through 
to victory until you are able to take the 
lowest seat and stay there, praying that 
God will use those whom He will to bring 
a great revival to your community. Al- 
ways be ready to move when the call 
comes. Tell the Lord you are His to use 
in His service to live or die, to sink or 
swim, to speak or be quiet. When you 
reach that place of humility then you 
can be sure you are not hindering a “e- 
vival and God is certain to use you. God 
help us to get all jealousy out of our 
hearts. 

UNCONFESSED SIN 


Now we come to a hindrance more seri- 
ous than that of prejudice. We read, “He 
that covereth his sins shall not prosper; 
but whoso confesseth and forsaketh them 
shall have mercy.”—Prov. 28:13. 

A person who comes into a Gospel 
meeting with unconfessed sin in his past 
life is like a water-soaked log which will 
not burn. He may pretend to be all right; 
he may assent to the truth; yes, he may 
even take active part in the meeting, but 
if there is crookedness or deception in his 
back life he will be a decided hindrance. 

We have recently read of a great camp 
meeting. Five days had passed without 
a break. The workers became desperate 
and preached on confession and restitu- 
tion. A preacher’s wife sat beside ner 
husband in the audience, and when the 
truth of God began to come like hail- 
stones, she became uneasy, trying to find 
a place to hide. But she was overtaken 
by conviction and succeeded in getting 
her husband to retire to their tent, where 
she made the confession of her life. She 
told him that she had at various times 
felt she ought to make the acknowledg- 
ment, but upon feeling a little relief of 
conscience, concluded this was sufficient, 
and later doubted the importance of mak- 
ing an open confession. Remember, noth- 
ing is made right until it is made rigat! 
It is not enough, while at the altar, or 
on a sick bed, or at the sacramental rail, 
to promise yourself that you will make 
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certain things right; and then, as time 
passes and you feel less compunction of 
heart, conclude that after all perhaps it 
is unnecessary. Right here is where Sa- 
tan has gained many a victory. And right 
here is where many a person has gone 
insane. He trifled with conviction and 
backed down from light until he got into 
despair. Then reason toppled from its 
throne and he went mad. Do not blame 
this on religion. The grace of God causes 
no one to go mad. It is for the want ot 
grace that men lose their minds. 

It is needless to say that this one con- 
fession (though not made in_ public) 
brought so much of the presence and 
power of God upon that camp ground 
that other awful confessions were made. 
Backsliders, hypocrites and unconverted 
church members rushed to the altar in 
great numbers. 

Unconfessed faults may hinder a re- 
vival. James says, “Confess your faulis 
one to another that ye may be healed”— 
in soul, mind, or body. There is much in 
this. We have known many cases where 
a humble confession of faults brought 
both healing and salvation. 

It is not necessary to confess your sins 
to the public unless your sin has been 
public, but if you have wronged someone 
by your sin then you are under obliga- 
tion to that person to confess and make 
restitution where possible. 

BONDAGE 

“For ye have not received the spirit of 
bondage again to fear; but ye have re- 
ceived the Spirit of adoption, whereby we 
cry, Abba, Father.”—Rom. 8:15. 

A spirit of bondage will hinder ‘the 
operation of the Holy Spirit. Many times 
when a meeting is about to close, we 
hear a timid soul pray through and final- 
iy leap to his feet, declaring “I will not 
be in bondage any longer!” For days he 
was in bondage to the evangelist, or his 
neighbor, or some visiting relative, but 
at last he flings the opinion of others to 
the winds and declares his freedom in 
God. Now, it was too bad that he did not 
get free at the beginning of the revival, 
and thus many others would have been 
saved or helped by his example. If God 
wants you to give expression by an up- 
lifted hand, or an “Amen,” the announc- 
ing of a hymn, or in any other way, a9 
not quench the Spirit. 


BORN OF THE SPIRIT

Scripture: St. John 1:1-14 
A DIVINE WORK 
3eing born of the Spirit, that is, be- 
coming a Christian, is having the Spirit 
of God, the Holy Ghost, planted in our 
soul. The divine plan is that we forsake 
all sin before we can receive the Spirit 
of God. We must be so willing and anx- 
ious for this Spirit that we will open 
wide our heart and welcome Him in. 

“He came unto his own, and his own 
received him not. But as many as receiv- 
ed him, to them gave he power to become 
the sons of God, even to them that be- 
lieve on his name: which were born, not 
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of blood, nor of the will of the flesh, nor 
of the will of man, but of God.” St. John 
1:12, 13. 

This spiritual birth in a sense may be 
mysterious. “The wind bloweth where it 
listeth and thou hearest the sound there- 
of, but canst not tell whence it cometh 
and whither it goeth, so is every one that 
is born of the Spirit,” St. John 3:8. 

This work of the Spirit is called by dif- 
ferent names as the new birth, conver- 
sion, regeneration, justification, and be- 
ing saved. New birth is taken from be- 
ing born again; conversion, from the life 
being changed from sin to righteousness; 


regeneration, because the life is made 
new, generated anew; justification, be- 
ing justified from all past sins; and 


saved, “because their names are written 
in heaven.” 
REPENTANCE 

Repentance is the first step to being 
saved. No one can be saved without tak- 
ing it. True repentance, such as to ob- 
tain salvation, accepts the justice of eter- 
nal punishment and renounces every sin. 
A repentance which holds on to a sing!e 
sin is a fraud. Every sin must be given 
up here or exposed at the judgment. True 
repentance completely reforms the life 
and character, making restitution where 
needed and possible. False repentance 
leads to false security and hardness of 
heart and conscience,  self-righteousness 
and hypocrisy. Genuine repentance in- 
duces confession, full confession of all, 
humbling completely and giving up all 
to the unmerited mercy of God. 

Many people are bound to habits tak- 
ing them to destruction, unless they re- 
pent. They think many things are hard 
to give up, but it will be harder for them 
at the judgment, unless they repent of 
every sin. 

I must this moment now begin 
Out of my sin to wake, | 

And turn to God, and every sin 
Continually forsake. 


RECEIVING THE SPIRIT 

“For God so loved the world that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that whoso- 
ever believeth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life. For God seat 
not his Son into the world to condemn 
the world; but that the world through 
him might be saved. He that believeth 
on him is not condemned but he that bé- 
lieveth not is condemned already, because 
he hath not believed in the name of the 
only begotten Son of God.” St. John 3:16, 
77, 18. 

We receive the Spirit by repentance 
and faith. Sin begets unbelief and con- 
demnation. We cannot believe in Jesus, 
that is, believe He saves us, until we for- 
sake sin. Repentance, confession and for- 
saking of sin opens the way for faith. 
“He that believeth on him is not con- 
demned.” Whoso covereth his sins shall 
not prosper, but whoso confesseth and 
forsaketh them shall find mercy.” Upon 
this condition of heart, God will shed 
forth His Spirit. The soul is illuminated 
as it receives Him, the Spirit, by faith. 

KNOWLEDGE OF SALVATION 

How can we know we are saved? born 
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of the Spirit? The experience of salva 
tion is not an imaginary something, but 
a blessed reality. The apostles spoke with 
certainty about this experience. “We 
know we have passed from death unto 
life * * *,” 1 John 3:14. “We are of God 
* * *” 1 John 4:6. “We know we are of 
God * * *,” 1 Jno. 5:19. We read that 
Jesus came “to give knowledge of salva- 
tion unto his people, by the remission of 
their sins,” Luke 1:77. 

When one is made conscious of ais 
sins and comes to Jesus heavily burden- 
ed with his guilt, confesses and forsak:+s 
them, according to the requirements f 
the Word and believes the Lord casis 
them all away by the power of His grac 
and sweet peace flows into the regcner’t- 
ed heart, no one is needed to inform h'm 
that he is saved. It is then natural to b.- 
lieve, love, and worship the Lord. Prais> 
His name! 

“Wherefore if any man be in Christ, he 
is a new creature: old things are passed 
away, behold all things have become 
new,” 2 Cor. 5:17. “Blessed assurance, 
Jesus is mine; oh what a foretaste of 
glory divine. Heir of salvation, purchase 
of God; born of the Spirit, washed in His 
blood.” 

HOW WE MAY KNOW THE 
SPIRIT-BORN 

They are unworldly. The Word declar- 
es, “If any man love the world, the love 
of the Father is not in him.” They have 
renounced its pomp and glory. Worldly 
doings have lost their charms for them. 
They become so different to the world, 
the world may not like them. 

The Spirit-born one is humble, Jesus 
was born in a manger and died on a rug- 
ged cross. He stooped to help the vilest 
and no place was teo humble if His Wa- 
ther’s interests could be served. How if- 
ferent from some professed followers who 
shun missions and meetings that are low- 
ly and unpopular. 

They work to get others saved. Pro- 
fessors who are asleep to the peril of 
those surrounding them, and make no ef- 
fort to get them saved, give proof that 
they themselves are not saved. 

They walk in the light. Jesus the light 
of the world is shining in their hearts 
and on their pathway. If they continue to 
walk in the light, they will follow on and 
be led into the glorious light and blessing 
of sanctification and baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, the fulness of the Spirit of God. 
If they fail to walk in the light, they 
lose their experience with God. 

THE FIRST WORK OF GRACE 

The spiritual birth is the foundation 
work for a cleansed, Spirit-filled experi- 
ence. This first work of the Spirit is a 
gracious experience. It is an experience 
above sin. 

“And now also the axe is laid unto the 
root of the trees: therefore every tree 
which bringeth not forth good fruit is 
hewn down and cast into the fire. I in- 
deed baptize you with water unto re- 
pentance: but he that cometh after me 
is mightier than I, whose shoes I am not 
worthy to bear: he shall baptize you 


with the Holy Ghost and with fire. Whose 
fan is in his hand and he will thoroughly 
purge his floor, and gather 


his wheat 
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into the garner; but he will burn up ihe 
chaff with unquenchable fire,’ St. Matt. 
3:10-12.

The King’s Highway 
By Wm. Kinsey 
Scripture Lesson: Isa. 35th Chap. 

We are living in the day of roads. The 
constant cry is for “good roads,” that is, 
not only for new and improved roads to 
be built, but for the present modern roads 
to be improved. 

The world has never witnessed such a 
system of roads as we have them today. 
Roads are ways and means for travel and 
transportation. Roads are an asset and 
a blessing to people. And doubtless it 
would be astonishing to know how many 
people are on the road all the time, and 
truly, some without purpose. 

There are historic and famous roads. 
There are the Appian and other histori: 
Roman roads. Today we have the Lincoln, 
William Penn, Dixie, and other highways. 
But there is another highway that we de- 
sire to think and talk more about. We 
refer to the King’s Highway. The King’s 
Highway is the Way of Christ. He said, 
“I am the way, the truth, and the life.” 
What an assertion: “I am the way!” Yet 
who but the King of kings coula make 
and prove such a claim? Let us u6fe some 
of the characteristics of the King’s High- 
way. 

IT IS A SMOOTH WAY 

In the first place, it is a smooth way. 
I have known for a long time that there 
were thermometers, speedometers, etc., to 
measure heat, speed, and the like. But 
I'll confess that I never knew until a few 
days ago that there was such an instru- 
ment as a “roughometer.” A roughometer 
is an instrument to measure the numoer 
of “bumps” to the mile in the newly con- 
structed state roads. It was designed by 
the Bureau of Public Roads, and is manu- 
factured in Washington, D. C. The in-

strument is attached to the front axle of 
a car. When a new road is finished a 
state official appears on the scene and 
“rides the road” and thus ascertains the 
number of bumps, or roughness, of the 
road. Twenty or less bumps to a mile of 
new road nowadays is considered good. 
But the aim is to build roads that are 
without a single bump, that is, a perfect- 
ly smooth or level road. 

Yet the King’s Highway is such a road. 
“Prepare ye in the wilderness the way of 
Jehovah; make level in the desert a high- 
way for our God. Every valley shall be 
exalted, and every mountain and aill 
shall be made low; and the uneven shall 
be made level, and the rough places a 
plain.” This scripture from Isaiah, John 
the Baptist applied to Jesus Christ when 
he said: “Repent, for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand.” This was pointing 
out the King’s Highway. 

“T am the way,” said he. He is the very 
embodiment of his teachings. The Jesus 
way of life is the highway of life over 
which we should travel. He taught a 
smooth way of life for his followers. He 
taught it by precept and by example. How 
smooth he was when they smote him and 
spat in his face! He was gentle, kind, 
loving, patient, longsuffering. He went 
about doing good, healing, comforting, 
sympathizing; in other words, taking 
bumps out of the road for his pilgrims 
in the earth. The King’s Highway is a 
smooth way. 

WE CAN HELP 

Husbands can make the way smooth 
for wives, and vice versa. What oppor- 
tunities we have for making the way 
smooth for others—children, neighbors, 
the stranger, the needy! We sometimes 
hear the expression: “He had a rough 
road to travel.” Are you making the road 
rough or smooth for your loved ones? 
How will you feel when you have laid 
them away? 

About the roughest road I ever rode 
over was called a corduroy road. It sim- 
ply consisted of a roadbed constructed of 
poles six or eight inches in diameter, and 
about ten or twelve feet in length, pole 
joining pole. To ride over such a road 
in a jolt wagon is almost indescribable 
Well, we have better road beds. today, 
and we are thankful. Rock and concrete 
are used today; and as for the Royal 
Highway, it is the Rock of Ages. But still 
some folks have it rough, rough as the 
corduroy road. Let us try to take more 
of the bumps out of the way of life for 
folks. 

IT IS A STRAIT WAY 


Second, “For narrow is the gate, and 
straitened the way, that leadeth unto 
life.” Nowadays trunk line highways are 
being widened. Many large cities have 
their Broadways. But the King’s High- 
way is narrow, strait (not straight). 
Many speak of Matt. 7:14, using the 
word straight instead of strait. It is in- 
deed often printed so. It is narrowed down 
so as to include only holiness and right- 
eousness. Beyond its berms are sin and 
evil. “The highway of the upright is to 
depart from evil.” “And a highway shall 
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be there, and a way, and it shall be call- 
ed the way of holiness; the unclean shall 
not pass over it; but it shall be for the 
redeemed.” Being a strait way, it becomes 
a way of choice. Some roads lead to 
worldly parks; others to places of right- 
eousness. Or somewhat as the poet has 
expressed it: 

“To every man there openeth 

A way, and ways, and a way, 

And the high soul climbs the high way, 

And the low soul gropes the low; 

And in between, on the misty flats, 

The rest drift to and fro. 


“But to every man there openeth 
A high way and a low, 

And every man decideth 

The way his soul shall go.” 


The latter sentence of the poet is more 
nearly true. There are but the two ways, 
namely, the high and the low; or as the 
Scriptures have it, the narrow way and 
the broad way. Take the narrow way, it 
is the Royal Highway. 


A WAY WITHOUT A DETOUR 
In the third place, the King’s High- 
way is a way without a detour. “This is 
the way, walk ye in it; when ye turn to 
the right hand, and when ye turn to the 
left.” Keep in the way. The way of the 
detourer is hard. Every traveler knows 
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that. And every sinner, sooner or later, 
knows that the way of the transgressor 
is hard. The meaning is the same. The 
former word is of French derivation; the 
latter Latin. The Royal Road has no de- 
tour. 
A WAY WELL MARKED 

In the fourth place, the Royal High- 
way is well marked. How was the rem- 
nant of God’s people to get back to their 
homeland and the Holy City? Isaiah, as 
God’s spokesman, said, “Prepare a way. 
Make the crooked straight, grade down 
the high places, fill up the low, make 
smooth the rough places.” And Jeremiah 
says: “Set thee up waymarks, make thee 
guide-posts; set thy heart toward the 
highway, * * * turn again to these thy 
cities.” John the Baptist applied the for- 
mer scripture to Christ. So may the lai- 
ter be applied. God’s children may find 
their way out of bondage to the Holy 
City, the New Jerusalem, by following 
the well-marked way, coursed in red, by 
the blood of Christ. Follow the “I am the 
Way.” A trunkline highway is easily fol- 
lowed today—simply follow the numbers 
which mark it well. The King’s Highway 
is number One. It is the way of the Holy 
One. “Be ye holy, for I am holy.” “It shall 
be called the way of holiness.”

Answers to Last Month’s Bible Questions on the Re- 
building of the Walls of Jerusalem 


Who was Nehemiah? 

Nehemiah was a Jew who, because of 
his integrity and character, had been ap- 
pointed cupbcearer to King Artaxerxes. 
The cupbearer was an official taster for 
the king, tasting his food lest it be poi- 
soned by his enemies. 

What induced him to decide to go to 
Jerusalem? 

Thirteen years after Ezra had reached 
Jerusalem, Nehemiah was visited by a 
traveler from Jerusalem, who told him 
how sad was the condition of the town 
Unprotected by walls, it was at the mercy 
of its enemies. 

How did he approach the king? 

As Nehemiah served the king 
night, he appeared so sorrowful that the 
monarch asked him why he mourned. 
Nehemiah told the king of Jerusalem’s 
plight and begged permission to return 
and rebuild the wall. 

How did the king countenance his re- 
quest? 

King Artaxerxes promised Nehemiah 
that he might go, but that he must return 
when. the work was done. 

What preparations did the king make 
to guard his welfare? 

The king gave Nehemiah letters of safe 
conduct to the Persian governors; order- 
ed the king’s forest keeper to provide tim- 
ber for the work; and detailed a guard 
to escort the man safely through the wil- 
derness. 

What did Nehemiah do to get the work 


under way? 
When he reached Jerusalem, Nehemiah 


one 


took some time to look over the situation. 
Then he called a meeting of the leaders 
and urged them to aid him in rebuilding 
the defenses of the city. 

How was the work carried on? 

The whole wall was apportioned off 
into short lengths, and each portion was 
assigned a certain group of volunteers. 
Thus, piece by piece, the wall was built. 

What danger did the workers have io 
meet? 

The Samaritans, the Ammonites, Arab- 
ians, and Philistines threatened to sweep 
down and ravage the territory. Nehemi ih 
detailed a part of his workers to act as 
a guard, arming them with spears, bows 
and arrows, and arranging to shift d-- 
tails so that the work continued, though 
more slowly, to a successful conclusion. 

When was the wall started and com- 
pleted? 

The wall was started and completed in 
the same year—444 B. C.

gentleman. The boy who is noisy and 
loud and cheap and vulgar and selfish 
is a rowdy. So there you are: you are 
what you do, and what you are going to 
be, you are becoming by everything you 
do. 

“Let us think further. If you wish to 
become a great sprinter, with whom do 
you train, a coach with a wooden leg 
who never ran a race? Or suppose you 
wish to become a great violinist, with 
whom do you study, a trap drummer? 
Great athletes become like their coaches; 
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musicians become like their masters. And 
so the process goes on. 

“Of course it is possible for a person, 
by determination and sheer will power, 
to resist the influence of the group and 
stand upon his own, but the tendency 
under such circumstances is for him to 
withdraw from the group in which he is 
not congenial and gravitate to a grou> 
with interests like his own. So while it 
is true that you can modify the law of 
association in a way, you ultimately tend 
to become like the group with which you 
intimately live. 

“Undesirable associations account for 
more crime than any other single fact. 
There are certain areas in every big city 
which produce the bulk of all criminal 
cases. Exactly so, desirable associations 
account for more big, outstanding, worth- 
while men than any other thing. Good 
homes are a marvelous asset because of 
this very law; poor homes are a great 
handicap. Your social group, especially 
of your age, determine pretty often what 
you are. 

“If your principal, who is friendly to 
you, who sees you every day, and feels 
your influence in the school, says to you, 
‘Bob, you're traveling with the wrong 
crowd,’ then your associations are begin- 
ning to show. He knows that you are 
capable of better things. He expects more 
of you than he is getting by way of a 
positive stand on moral principle.” 

“But, Dad, can’t one boy reform a 
gang?” 

“That, my boy, is the alibi that keeps 
many a boy from stepping up forward— 
a false loyalty again. No, you will not 
reform your gang, Bob; very, very rare- 
ly, if ever is it done. If your gang influ- 
ence is not of the best, get into one that 
is. Have all the advantages of a lift, and 
none of the disadvantages of a drag. 

“Not long ago, Bob, a great college 
president gathered his graduating class 
about him, and this was his message to 
those men: “Keep yourselves forever in 
the presence of the best, and you will 
become like it in spite of yourselves. 
Think about that. 

“No one knows you, Bob, so well as 
yourself. Your real self is known best t9 
you. Is your gang helping you become 
better than you now are, or is your gang 
taking the fine edge off of your best seif? 
There is the answer to your question. 
The law of association is your best friend 
or your deadliest enemy. Are you in the 
wrong crowd or the right one?”

They are subject to temperature and ju- 
midity. 

From earliest times, deviations from 
accepicd standards have been considered 
as proof of depravity. It is unfortunate 
that such passing fashions as extremes 
in women’s dress, and the increased de 
mand on the part of the young, for pleas- 
ures, should be taken as indications of 
a lowering morality; for while in the 
main, drcss, demeanor and conduct are 
evidences of character, they are by no 
mcans determinative of character. 

MOULDING CHARACTER 

The inf'uences that maxe for the 
mould ng of character and progress are 
many; but clearly, the home influence is 
the most important. Family life, with mu- 
tual responsibility and service, makes the 
home the principal influence for charac- 
ter building and for all those’ things 
which count for a clean and happy life. 
Not only are children moulded in their 
earliest years as to character and trend 
ef thought; but until they go out to 
make homes for themselves, the home in- 
fluence supplements every stage of their 
development. 

It would be well for fathers to realize 
that it is not indiscriminant depreciation 
and criticism which encourage their chii- 
dren. It is harmful, and not helpful, io 
draw derogatory conclusions from evi- 
dences not absolutely conclusive, when 
character is to be judged. A real aid in 
correcting bad habits or bad taste, is io 
educate, not condemn and abuse. A beau- 
tiful character is not made by structures 
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and fault-finding. It is unfortunately 
true that many a young life has been 
ruined by want of the sympathy and 
friendly aid that could just as easily have 
been given as withheld. A greater spirit 
of kindness and helpfulness will be sure 
to bring better standards and a_ higher 
appreciation of that which is really beau- 
tiful and true in life and conduct. 

A PRICELESS HERITAGE 

No heritage which a son can possess, 
is worthy to be compared for a moment 
with the blessed consciousness of having 
done all that he could to make father and 
mother happy during their lifetime. An 
impressive little story was recently told 
by a man whose form is now bent and 
whose hair is white with the years. 

When he was a boy of twelve, he was 
returning one evening from the hay field, 
where he had been at work since day- 
break, when his father met him with the 
request that he go to town to do an er- 
rand for him. Anyone who has lived on 
a farm and knows what a day’s work in 
haying time means, will understand how 
the boy felt. 

“T was tired, dusty and hungry. It was 
two miles to town. I wanted to get my 
supper and to dress for the singing class. 
My first impulse was to refuse, and do 
it harshly, for I was angry that he should 
ask me, after my long day’s work. If I 
did refuse, he would go, himself. He was 
a gentle, patient old man. But something 
stopped me—one of God’s good angels, I 
think. 

“‘Of course, father, I will go,’ I said 
heartily, giving my scythe to one of the 
men. He gave me the package. ‘Thank 
you, Jim,’ he said; ‘I was going, myself, 
but somehow I do not feel very strong 
today.’ 

“He walked with me to the road that 
turned to ihe town, and as he left me, 
he put his hand on my arm and said 
again, ‘Thank you, my son; you have al- 
ways been a good boy to me, Jim.’ 

“T hurried into town and back again. 
When I came near-.the house, I saw that 
something unusual had happened. All of 
the farm hands were gathered about the 
door, instead of being at the milking or 
other chores. As I came near, one of the 
men turned to me, with tears rolling 
down his face. “Your father,’ he said, ‘is 
dead He fell just as he reached the 
house. The last words he spoke were to 
you.’ 

“T am an old man now, but I have 
thanked God over and over again, in all 
the years that have passed since that 
hour, for those last words of my father— 
‘You have always been a good boy to me, 
Jim’.” 

“BACK TO THE HOME” 

A general summing of influences woulda 
seem to conclusively show that what is 
most needed is a back-to-the-home move- 
ment; that the backsliding in the chil- 
dren is the result of the backsliding in 
the home; that the young people of today, 
concerning whom there has been great 
gnashing of teeth, are what they are, be- 
cause of lazy mothers or indulgent moth- 
ers or mothers who are too occupied with 
outside maiters. Or too careless, indiffer- 
ent fathers—or fathers who are so occu- 
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pied in money-making that they never 
know or care what is going on at home. 
Too busy maxing a living, to make a life! 
Too many fathers assume that rearing 
a family is mother’s job. 

Mother’s job appears to have become 
too heavy for her, lately; she has taken 
on some of father’s duties, like electing 
a president or governor, or serving on 
the school board, or on the jury—it looks 
like father ought to give her a little help 
with her home work. Turn about is fair 
play; and, fathers, that is all the mothers 
are asking for and what children have a 
right to demand. Not charity beginning 
at home, but a CHANCE.—From Science 
of Living.

tion of truth into one’s nature, and its 
permanent expression in character. One 
often learns more in one hour of vision 
than he can make his own in a year of 
living. The mountain summits are not 
our homes; they are too much exposed, 
and the air about them is too rare; they 
are for our occasional ascent; they show 
us the distant point to which we are 
traveling, but the path we are to take 
runs through the valleys or along the 
lower slopes. The summits give us out- 
looks, but the valleys shelter and feed us. 
The possession of great truths is not a 
matter of searching, but of living; and 
the long, dull days which often intervene 
between our visions are rich in the quiet 
assimilation of what we have seen and 
in quiet preparation for what we are to 
see. The greater part of the growth of 
some plants is accomplished before the 
blade sees the light. 

The one who attains clear self-knowl- 
edge comes to recognize his periods of 
depression and to treat them as if they 
were incidental and abnormal. Such a 
man cannot always escape the cloud, but 
he learns to distrust his judgment while 
it enfolds him. He knows that he is see- 
ing surrounding objects through a dis- 
torting medium. He refuses to decide im- 
portant questions while his view is ob- 
scured, and he waits for clear light be- 
fore acting. When there is no shining of 
the sun, the ship sails as fast and as 
definitely on her course as if the skies 
were blue. Conditions are not ours to ar- 
range; neither is it our duty to conform 
to them. We are responsible for holding 
by the truth we know, without regard to 
our feelings; we are bound to make our 
port without regard to weather. In all 
seasons and moods we are to do our work 
with unflinching courage; we are to be 
loyal to the highest truth though our 
hearts are lead within us; we are to in- 
spire and lead though we cannot see the 
way for darkness. A person often does 
his noblest work in the deepest depres- 
sion; he often speaks the greatest word 
which is given him out of the depths of 
something very like to despair. It is our 
part to sail courageously and unhesitat- 
ingly on in the blackest night or the 
dreariest day. The same power that made 
the sea made the weather.—J. W. W.

Rom. 10:14, 15, “How then shall they 
call on him in whom they have not be 
lieved? and how shall they believe in 
him of whom they have not heard? and 
how shall-they hear without a preacher? 
And how shall they preach, except they 
be sent? as it is written, How beautiful 
are the feet of them that preach the gos- 
pel of peace, and bring glad tidings of 
good things!” 

Here we have some that would like to 
hear the truth and enjoy the presence cf 
the Lord. But how can they hear with 
out a preacher? Now we have the preachi- 
ers who would go to preach to them, but 
how can they go except they be sent? 

God is working here in this field, and 
oh, how we need help! So much has been 
said about the needy field, so many have 
been begging for help for the foreign 
fields, until 1 feel so little to say any: 
thing on this line, but my brothers and 
sisters, I feel like God wants us to do 
our best now for Him. Not long now un- 
til we will be glad we did our best. Please 
don’t forget the foreign work. If I had 
some help over here, we could report 
some new work and the old ones built 
up as well. 

TRIP TO CAT ISLAND 

First, I will say it was a trip I will 
never forget. I would shout and preach 
the gospel, then I would have to cry and 
pray for God to bless those people with 
something to eat. There are some of the 
humblest folks there I have ever seen. 


After about two days and nights travel- 
ing I landed at New Bight. That is 
where Brother George Moss, the district 
overseer, lives. He met me at the water’s 
edge with a big welcome to his home, or 
to the home where he had fixed for me 
to stay while there. I was sick with head 
trouble for a few hours. Soon I was at 
myself and we had some fine services 
there. Well the time came that we had 
io go to Smith Bay, so Brother Moss pre- 
pared some horses to ride and soon we 
were off. We landed there for service that 
night. There was a large crowd and God 
blessed. We gave a chance for those who 
wanted prayer to come and God wonder- 
fully blessed. 

The next day, Sunday, we left for 
Cove, a place where we have just set a 
church in order. As we started I was 
riding a horse and some of the others 
were, but I looked down the road 2nd 
saw ten or twelve walking. I said to one 
of the brethren, “Are these who are walk- 
ing going to Cove too?” He said, “Yes.” 
I said, “It is too far to walk isn’t it?” He 
said, “No.” In the bunch was Sister Pin- 
der and her girl, with two or three others 
who had already come about twenty 
miles, and going to Cove with us, which 
was about nine miles. I said, “Well, this 
must be a bunch of people that likes the 
gospel.” Well, we got there a little late 
for service that morning but we had ser- 
vice in the afternoon, also baptizing, and 
service that night. The people there 
seem to enjoy the services. 

Early next day, Monday, we started for 
the north end of the island to Arthur’s 
Town which was about twenty-six or 
eight miles. I wondered if I would ve 
able to make it. I was riding Brother 
Josie’s horse and he was walking to 
bring him back. I didn’t think so well 
of that but I went on for about fifteen 
miles. We came to a hole in the ground 
which had some water in it, and there 
we stopped to eat lunch. I was thirsty 
and I ran down to get me a drink. I dip- 
ped up some water and I said “My, boys, 
this is worm soup but I have got to 
drink some,” and did. Soon we sat down 
on some rocks and ate lunch. Some of 
the boys began to lie down to go to 
sleep. I said, “Not so, boys, let us go on 
for my horse is getting tired and I might 
have to walk it.” So we started again. 
After a while that little horse began to 
stumble and seemed to be so tired I roll- 
ed off of him and told the boys I was 
about as heavy as the horse, and was not 
going to keep riding him but was going 
to let him rest. So I started walking 
and the horse followed me. I walked sev- 
eral miles and got on the horse to ride 
again. We made it into Arthur’s Town 
about night. We had some fine services 
while there. The saints are on fire for the 
Lord and the sinners seem to be hungry 
for the Lord, 


This island has hit it hard this year. 
The storm hit them in November and 
ruined their farms, the early ones, then 
these people planted again to try to raise 
something to eat and the drought hit 
them and burned the crops up. 

Oh, if you good folks knew how these 
good folks here are needing help! not 
just money to live on, but they can’t have 
any one to come to preach to them, for 
they do not have anything to give them 
and nothing to eat. The district overseer 
has had to go to the beach to gather up 
roots to grit up to get starch out of to 
make bread to feed his family on to keep 
life existing. 

Dear ones, please ask the Lord to let 
you see the need of helping in this good 
cause, not only here, but I am sure there 
are folks in other fields that need help. 
Can you hear folks crying, “Come and 
help us,” then just shut up your com- 
passion against them? Now, you say, we 
have folks here in just as bad shape as 
those are there. But listen, don’t say that. 
While there are some folks there in need 
of help, yet the worst there is better than 
the best here. You do have some good 
ministers there to come to preach to you, 
and something to eat. These good folks 
want us to come and preach to them 
and would be glad to give money and 
something to eat, but they can’t, for they 
don’t have it. Say, how can they hear 
without a preacher, and how can’ they 
preach without you send something to let 
them go to preach on? I am glad we 
have some folks who know no retreat but 
will go all the way, do come on and let 
us be found doing our best when He 
comes, and thank God we can go with 
Him. Oh! I want to go. Soon we will go 
if we have done our best. Don’t forget 
the boy on the Bahamas when you pray.

JESUS FACES BETRAYAL AND 
DENIAL 

Text: Mark 14:17-31. 

Memory Verse: Luke 22:19b. 

Time: Thursday night, April 6, A. D. 30. 

Place: Jerusalem. 

Golden Text: He is despised and rejected 
of men; a man of sorrow, and acquainted 
with grief—lIsa. 53:3a. 

Leading Thought: A chain is no stronger 
than its weakest link. 











THE LAST PASSOVER 
Matt. 26:20-24; Luke 
22:14, 21-28; John 13:18, 19 


Scripture reference: 


V. 17. “And in the evening cometh the 
twelve.” The evening that the Passover 
lamb was to be eaten. Peter and John had 
returned from the preparation and the 
twelve including Judas Iscariot all went 
back with Jesus to Jerusalem. 

V. 18. “And as they sat and did eat, Je- 
sus said, Verily I say unto you, one of 
you which eateth with me shall betray me.” 
These words of Jesus were uttered with 
great solemnity. The presence of a traitor 
was a great burden to His Spirit, render- 
ing this usual joyous festival gloomy and 
sad. The question naturally arises, Would 
Judas remain for the Communion when Je- 
sus instituted it? Origen, St. Cyril, St. 
Chrysostom, St. Augustine and Bede con- 
sider that he was present, and Dionysius 
says that our Lord’s words to him, “That 
thou doest do quickly,” were intended to 
separate him from the rest of the twelve 
as one who had partaken unworthily and 
that then it was that Satan entered in‘o 
him and impelled him onwards to this te¢r- 
rible sin. 

v.19. “And they began to be sorrowful, 
and to say unto Him one by one, Is it I?” 
What would have otherwise been a joyous 
festival was here rendered sad and sor- 


rowful by their Master’s sorrow and His 
words and the solemnity with which they 
were uttered casting a shadow over the 
whole company. Thus the disciples began 
to be sorrowful, and they said one by one, 
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“is & EY” 

Vv. 20. “And He answered and said un- 
to them, It is one of the twelve, that dip- 
peth with me in the dish.” The dish prob- 
ably contained a sop called charoseth into 
which they dipped their food before eating. 
“Before Jesus instituted the holy Com- 
munion He foretold that He would be be 
trayed by one of His disciples, not, how- 
ever, singling out the one by whom He 
would be betrayed. Thus allowing the eager 
inquiries, Is it 1? Jesus answering said 
that the betrayer was he who should dip 
his hand together with Him in the dish. 
This did not fully reveal the betrayer be- 
cause those sitting near Him could dip 
with Him in the dish. Thus the betrayer 
was only obsecurely pointed out. Then He 
proceeded to institute the Lord’s Supper, 
after which He again intimated, John 22: 
21, that the hand of him that  betrayeth 
Him was with Him on the tapie. Then St. 
Peter beckoned to St. John who was then 
reclining in Jesus’ bosom that he should 
ask Him to say definitely and by name 
who it was that should betray Hisuw. Jesus 
then said to St. John, “He it is, to him I 
shall give a sop when I have dipped it.” 
And when He had dipped the sop He gave 
it to Judas Iscariot, the son of Simon. John 
13:26. Then it was that Jesus said to Judas, 
“That thou doest do quickly.” Then Judas 
went immediately to the house of Caia- 
phas and procured the band of men and 
officers for the completion of his horrible 
design. 

V. 21. “The Son of man indeed goeth, 
as it is written of him.” This reference is 
of course of His death. As for example, in 
Psa, 22 and Isa. 41 it was foreordained by 
God that He should suffer for the sins of 
the whole world, but woe to the man by 
whom the Son of man is betrayed. The or- 
dained purpose of God did not mitigate 
greatness of the sin of His betrayal 
by Judas. “Good were it for that man if 
he had never been born.” Better not to 
have lived at all than to have lived and 
died ill-fated. Existence is but a curse to 
him who wilfully defeats the purpose of 
his own existence. St. Matt. 26:25 here 
states that Judas asked the question, Is it 
I, Rabbi?” Jesus answered, “Thou hast 
said.” 


JESUS INSTITUTES THE LORD’S 
SUPPER 
V. 22. Jesus institutes the Lord’s Sup- 


per. Matt. 26:26-29; Luke 22:17-20; 1 Cor. 
23:26. “As they did eat, Jesus took bread, 
and blessed, and brake it, and gave to 
them, and said, Take, eat: this is my 
body.” The institution of the Lord’s Sup- 
per immediately followed them having ob- 
served the Old Testament Passover before 
they had left the table. How are we to un- 
derstand what the bread and wine mean 
to us? St. Augustine says, “How is the 
bread His body, and the cup or that which 
the cup contains, how is that His blood?” 
These are, therefore, called sacraments he- 
cause in them one thing is seen, while an- 
other thing is understood. The analogies 
between Christ’s body and bread indicates, 
first, as bread is the strength of our na- 
tural life so Christ is the strength of our 
spiritual life. He being all in all. Second, 
Bread that may be loathed of a full stom- 
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ach would be more acceptable to the hun- 
gry soul, so Christ is more welcome to 
such as hunger and thirst after righteous- 
ness, Third, as bread is used daily, 20 
Christ is that bread which came down from 
heaven, that a man may live thereof 
and not die. Fourth, if bread is one loaf 
of many grains, even so we that are many 
are one bread and one body because we 
are all made partakers of one bread which 
is Christ. Fifth, corn which is cut down 
with the sickle, threshed in the barn with 
many stripes, crushed in the mill witn 
much violence, afterwards bolted, and sift- 
ed and last of all baked in extreme heat 
within the oven that it may be fit meat 
for our body, even so was Christ cut down 
by death, His body whipped, His flesh rent 
asunder, His soul tested in the melting, 
fiery furnace of God’s anger that He 
might become food for our souls. Such is 
shown by this bread and this cup. 

V. 23. And He took the cup pronounc- 
ing His blessing upon it indicating the di- 
vine source of blessing obtained thru His 
precious blood. 

V. 24. “This is my blood of the new tes- 
tament, which is shed for many.” The cup 
of wine as used in our sacrament is a con- 
stant reminder of the covenant of blood 
that Christ has met with and between God 
and the redeemed soul by His blood. 

V. 25. “I will drink no more of the fruit 
of the vine, until that day that I drink it 
new in the kingdom of God.” Jesus calls 
the wine the fruit of the vine. Referring to 
John 15:1 Jesus is found to be the true 
vine, thus the fruit of the vine typifies His 
shed blood for the propitiation of the sins 
of the whole world. The new wine in tne 
kingdom of God refers to the time of the 
regeneration of all things when the Heav- 
enly Kingdom shall appear in the fulness 
of its glory and when His disciples who 
now feed upon the emblems of His broken 
body and shed blood by faith, shall eat of 
His table in His kingdom and drink with 
Him of the rivers of life everlasting. 

V. 26. “And when they had sung un 
hymn, they went out into the mount of 
Olives.” The hymn was probably from one 
of the Jewish service books appointed for 
use at the close of the paschal supper.What 
they sang was probably a praise consist- 
ing of Psalm ecxiii to Psalm ecxviii inclu- 
sive. “They went out into the mount of 
Olives.” It was customary of Jesus in the 
last days of His earthly life to go daily 
into Jerusalem and teach in the tenine and 
in the evening to return unto Betnany and 
sup, then after supper to return to the 
mount of Olives and there spend the night 
in prayer. Luke 21:37. But on this occasion 
He did not return to Bethany. He had sup- 
ped in Jerusalem. He knew that His hour 
was come, so He voluntarily put Himself 
in the way of the traitor. John 17:2. 

V. 27. “All ye shall be offended.” Liter- 
ally, shall be caused to stumble. Jesus was 
to prove a stone of stumbling to many. In 
excluding His own disciples, who at differ- 
ent times under the influence of the trait- 
or, for a time lost confidence and hope in 
Him. “It is written, I will smite the shep- 
herd, and the sheep shall be scattered.” 
Zech. 13:7, “Awake, O sword, against my 
shepherd, and against the man that is my 
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fellow, saith the Lord of hosts: smite the 
shepherd.” This passage particularly men- 
tions the divine in the death of Christ. 
“The sheep shall be scattered.” His dis- 
ciples all forsook Him and fled when they 
saw Him actually in the hands of His exw- 
emies. In this hour of darkness fney were 
doubtful for a moment whether He was in- 
deed the Son of God. This lasted even until 
after His resurrection. “We trusted that it 
had been he who should have redeemed Is- 
rael,” St. Luke 24:21. This hope however 
fades for a while until rekindled by the 
act of His resurrection and His appearance 
unto them at different intervals berore 
His ascension. 

V. 28. “After that I am risen, I will go 
before you unto Galilee.” Before He was 
arrested He gives this assurance and com- 
fort which seemingly they forget. Galilee 
was more like home to them than Jerusa- 
lem and they would be less afraid of the 
unbelieving Jews, St. Matt. 28:16. 

V. 29. “Peter said unto Him, Although 
all should be offended, yet will not I.” Je- 
sus had just told them that they would all 
be offended, therefore, the words of St. 
Peter were very presumptuous. It would 
have been better had he said, “I know that 
through my own weakness this is possible 
to happen, nevertheless, I trust to tny 
mercy and goodness to save me.” Just so 
it is in our daily experience. We oftentimes 
think that we are strong in faith, strong 
in purity, strong in patience, but when 
temptation arises we stumble and fall. The 
greatest remedy against temptation is the 
consciousness of our own _ Weakness and a

The Literary Digest tells of the mee 
ing of thirty-four editors, educators ne 
ministers, who met in Chicago not long 
ago, in which they stated, “Let science 
rule the conscience and let men work to- 
gether for the common good.”

If there ever was a religion shaped for 
the needs of the age, it is the religion of 
Jesus Christ which teaches: “Thou shalt 
not kill.”

To fulfill 
the divine command would solve from the 
treasures and coffers of the rich tie 
needs of the unfortunate, the unemploy- 
ed, and those who are languishing  o0e- 
cause of deplorable conditions throughout 
the country. 

An embodiment of everything that is 
vital and good is included in the gospel 
of Jesus Christ, and the needs of the age 
alone can be met thru the acceptance of 
that gospel. The failure to adhere to it is 
what is rushing the nations on into the 
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“Let him that 


petition for divine grace. 
lest he 


thinketh he standeth take heed 
fall.” 

V. 30. “Jesus saith unto him, Verily I 
say unto thee, That this day, even in chis 
night, before the cock crow twice, thou 
shalt deny me thrice.” The day had begun. 
lt began at six in the evening. The second 
crowing of the cock is mentioned in St. 
Mark only. The cockcrowing was a term 
used for one of the divisions of the night. 
Chap. 13:35. But it appears that there were 
three times at which the cockcrowing 
might be expecied. First, early in the night 
between eleven and twelve; second, be- 
tween one and two; third, between five and 
six. The two cockcrowings here referred to 
would be the two last of the three here 
mentioned. It would probably be about two 
a. m. when the first denial of Jesus took 
place in the house of Caiaphas. 


V. 31. “But he spake more vehemently, 
If I should die with thee, I will not deny 
theeinany wise. Likewise also said they all.” 
It is particularly well to here note how the 
human hearts prompted partly by divine 
love, yet weakened by their humanity, as- 
sert an allegiance unto Christ in face Df 
the fact that He had repeatedly told them 
they would all be offended because of Him. 
No doubt they were all sincere but had 
yet to learn their own weaknesses. St. 
Hilary says that Peter was so carried away 
by the fervor of his zeal and love for Christ 
that he regarded neither the weakness of 
his own flesh nor the truth of His Mas- 
ter’s word.

4:30 wherein he said, “Is 
not this great Babylon, that I have built 
for the house of the kingdom by tie 
might of my power and for the honor of 
my majesty?’ unto whom it was spoken 
while the words were in his own mouth, 
“The kingdom is departed from _ thee.” 
The kingdom of this world must either 
by circulation of the gospel or the accla- 
mation of divine right submit itself to 
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God’s legally appointed heir, Heb. 1:2, 
or hear the same voice of God _ saying, 
“The kingdom is departed from thee.” 
Turning to 1 Cor. 1:18 we have it that, 
“The preaching of the cross is to them 
that perish foolishness, but unto us which 
are saved, it is the power of God,” and 
thus God has said, “I will destroy the 
wisdom of the wise, and will bring to 
nothing the understanding of the pru- 
dent,” and then follows the question,

THE RUSSIAN NIGHTMARE 


LOW starving and malnutrition has 
we always been here and there decimat- 
ing the Russian masses since the great 
revelation began, but many correspond- 
ents assert that every part of Russia 
from the Volga to Siberia, from White 
Russia to the Caucasus is now in the 
grip of the most devastating famine the 
country has ever known. Since Novem- 
ber 1932, above a million have died of 
hunger, but since these conditions are so 
widespread and common they do not 
focus attention as did the localized dis- 
aster of 1921 when one and one half mil- 
lion perished. Letters were read in the 
Saskatchewan Legislature describing the 
most terrible, unimaginable plight of the 
poor peasants who are simply waiting 
for death and eating what is left of cat- 
tle fodder. Whole houses filled with dead 
corpses, children sprawled with bloated 
stomachs in the streets unable to move. 
Collectivization is given as the Cause, 
with the collapse of all transport and 
proper financing. Unemployment nas 
reached such appalling figures that it is 
claimed that Moscow, whether it believed 
the six British Engineers to be guilty or 
not, staged their trial so as to draw away 
the world’s attention from the _ terrible 
internal conditions which are worse than 
at any time since 1918.—By Wm. Booth-
